PARIS, May 13.—After a meeting of 
the Cabinet today, under the chairman- 
ship of President Millerand, it was an- 
nounced that Premier Poincaré would 
remain in office until June 1. He will 
then resign, with all his Ministers, as a 
result of the elections to the new Cham- 
ber, in which the Left will have a ma- 
jority. It is understood that M. Poin- 
caré will not go to Chequers on May 
19 to discuss the Dawes report with 
Prime Minister MacDonald. 

Although there are some precedents to 
the contrary, in the majority of cases 
where the Premier’s party has been put 
in a minority the head of the Govern- 
ment has remained in office until the 
meeting of the new Chamber. M. Poin- 
caré therefore is following the rule in 
French procedure. Between now and 
June 1 he will make no important deci- 
sions, merely filling the gap until the 
new Chamber gets into action. 


Poincare to Take a Rest. 


The Matin says it is informed that M. 
Poincaré will upon the completion of 
his work retire temporarily from poli- 
tics, even perhaps obtaining leave of ab- 
sence from the Senate. The Premier 
already has been flooded with offers, 
particularly from America, to cooperate 
editorially with various’ publications. 
He also has had a surprising number 
of requests for the story of his vicissi- 
tudes during the two years and four 
months he has been head of the Gov- 
ernment. The Matin does not think he 
will accept any such offers, but that he 
will rest in preparation for returning to 
;the political battle later. 

The Matin expresses the belief that 
immediately after the coming visit of 
the Ethiopian Prince, President Mille- 
rand will take up the question of the 
future Government with the leaders in 
the new Chamber. While he cannot 
constitutionally name Ministers before 
they are actually Deputies, the Matin 
believes the future Cabinet will be 
worked out in the next two weeks so that 
when the chamber convenes the Minis- 
terial crisis will have been resolved and 
there will exist a Government to deal 
with any questions which may arise. 

Meantime while the old Cabinet will 
be careful not to take any steps that 
will commit its successor, it decided 
at today’s meeting that the Minister of 
Finance should be authorized to take all 
measures necessary to combat the new 
downward movement of the franc. 

There are many predictions of what 
will happen on June 1. What seems 
most likely is that the Radical Social- 
ists, who made the greatest gains and 
who are the largest of the seven parties 
in the new Chamber, will assume power, 
with M. Herriot as Premier. But be- 
cause M. Herriot’s majority would in- 
clude 100 Socialists much further to the 
Right than he and the 25 Communists, 
it is seriously doubted that he can gov- 
ern any length of time, and the general 
expectation is that after a fewweeks he 
will be succeeded by M. Briand, who 
would thus become Premier for the ninth 
time. 

M. Briand, it is thought, could take 
at least 75 votes from the Moderate 
Right were it certain Poincaré was out 
and thus would relieve the Government 
from depending on the Unified Spcialist 
and Communist votes. M. Briand’s hold 
on the Chamber would, it is believed, be 

infinitely better than M. Herriot’s. It 
appears altogether Hkely that within 
three months France’s affairs will be 
back in the hands of M. Briand, who 
will resume the policy dropped when he 
resigned during the Cannes Conference, 
namely, a policy based on allied co- 
operation even at the expense of France's 
claims. 

While M. Briand took part in the elec- 
tion as one of the leaders of the Left, 
technically he belongs to the National 
Radicals, who: are further to the Right 
than the Radical Socialists led by M. 
Herriot. For reasons of domestic poli- 
tics, M. Herriot could never safely count 
on the support of the National Radicals, 
whereas, the Unified Socialists have as 
one of their planks a pledge to refuse 
to take part in any Government under 
the present constitutional rules. He 
would, then, be in everlasting hot water. 


Briand Coalition Would Be Safe. 


Were M. Briand to head the Govern- 
ment, giving several Cabinet positions to 
the Radical Soctalists,. he could govern 
with the Centre bloc, which on the one 
hand could do without the Royalists and 
on the other hand without the Unified 
Socialists and Communists. That, it is 
thought, probably is what will happen. 

Despite a savage demand by the Quo- 
tidien, the leading Radical Socialist pa- 
per, that President Millerand resign, lit- 
tle or no attention is paid to this cam- 
paign. The Quotidien insists that if M. 
Millerand does not go the Chamber will 
force him out; but the Radical Social-

Mayor John F. Hylan has begun what 
is regarded as his campaign for a third 
nomination by directing the heads and 
deputy heads of all city departments 
under his jurisdiction to accept all in- 
vitations to speak at dinners, meetings 
and public gatherings of every kind to 
“boost” the city Administration and at- 
tack the ‘‘interests.”’ 

This direction to subordinates, over 
whom he has the power of removal and 
appointment, was contained in a letter 
mailed Monday night and received yes- 
terday. It was taken as the Mayor's 
j;answer to the ironic laughter with 
which the majority of the members of 
the Tammany Executive Committee 
greeted the resolution to endorse him 
for a third term, offered by Deputy 
County Clerk Thomas M. Farley, and 
then tabled. It was’ considered as 
a clear indication that the new leader 
of Tammany, if he sought to oppose 
Mayor Hylan’s renomination, would 
face a fight in the Democratic primaries 
next year. 

As revealed by the Mayor's letter, his 
plans call for the utilization of every 
resource of the city Administration to 
pave the way for the renomination of 
the Mayor or for the nomination of a 
candidate who would be acceptable to 
him and to William Randolph Hearst. In 
addition to the mobilization of every city 
ccmmissioner, deputy commissioner and 
other spokesman of the city depart-- 
ments, it was learned that the broadcast- 
ing station $00n to be installed by the 
city probably would be @used for this 
purpose also.

Oklahoman Changes From Yea 
to Nay, Thus Turning the 
Scales for the President.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—By the mar- 
gin of a single vote, President Coolidge’s 
veto of the Bursum pension bill was 
sustained by the Senate this afternoon. 
The roll-call was 28 to 53, the last- 
minute switch of Senator Herreld of 
Oklahoma from the yea to the nay 
column saving the day for the President. 

Senator Harreld first voted to over- 
ride the veto, and Senators favoring the 
pension were all smiles, as with that 
vote the final count would have stood 
27 to 54, an exact two-thirds of all the 
Senators voting. 

Most of those regarded as Republican 
regulars failed to stand by the Presi- 
dent in today’s test. Only five of-the 
Republican Senators who voted origi- 
nally for the Bursum bill changed their 
votes today to sustain the veto. 

The five Republicans who voted for 
the bill originally and who changed to- 
day to sustain the véto were Benators 
Cameron of Arizona, Edge of New Jer- 
sey, Harreld of Oklahoma, Sterling of 
South Dakota and Wadsworth of New 
York.

Mr. Coolidge did not eat any peanuts, 
nor drink any red lemonade, nor did he 
join the general laughter of the crowd 
at the anti-prohibition jokes of the cir- 
cus clowns, but otherwise he forgot the 
dignity of his office and his official 
troubles gave way to the one trouble of 
everybody at a circus—that of trying to 
see everything with performances going 
on in five rings at a time. 

‘An observer of the President at the 
circus came away with the impression 
that he likes bareback riding, trapeze 
performances and trained dog acts bet- 
ter than all the rest of the things that 
go to make up a circus. At least he ap- 
plauded those portions of the show more 
than the others, 

Before going out to the circus the 
President got to reminiscing about the 
days when, as a Vermont boy, he used 
to go to circuses, although admitting 
that his desire to go was never grati-

On the occasions 
when he went to Rutland he recalled 
that it was necessary to get up at 3 
o’clock in the morning and drive over 
the mountains to arrive by the time 
the circus unloaded. Mr. Coolidge add 
ed that quite often he was disappointed 
because of arriving too late to see the 
tents go up. 

Memories of those days plainly came 
back to.the President today as he sat 
in the big tent beside John Ringling and 
gave himself over to. the enjoyment of 
an acknowledged American institution. 
Mrs. Coolidge enjoyed the performance 
as much as the President and seemed 
to get even more enjoyment than he out 
of the clowns.

Coun- 
sel for both Mr. and Mrs. Harris, whose 
marital affairs have been subject of long 
litigation, failed-to agree on the amount 
of bail, and she was taken to the Clinton 
Street Station pending further arrange- 
ments. 

Mrs. Harris was in her room ,at the 
McAlpin dictating a story of her Hfe 
to a newspaper woman when she an- 
swered the knock of a bellboy who had 
come at her call with ice water. Hardly 
had the boy started in when a party 
of four suddenly appeared from behind, 
and, pushing him aside, entered the 
room. They were Detective James Fitz- 
patrick, Miss: Rose Taylor, a policewo- 
man, Harris, Rayford Alley, his attor- 
ney, and Assistant District Attorney 


Alexander. 

Detective Fitzpatrick informed Mrs. 
Harris that she was under arrest on the 
charge of having caused the forging ot 
a letter which she recently submitted to 
the court in an effort to reopen the suit 
to annul the marriage. a jury having 
found that Mrs. Harris, prior to ner 
marriage, misrepresented te Mr. Harris 
her social position and moral character. 
The letter purporting to have been 


written by Harris was addressed to an- 
other woman and confessed that he was 
getting rid of his wife on false charges 
in order to marry the second woman. 

Mrs. Harris appeared dumfounded at 
the surprise visit and then wept. She 
sobbed out pleas to Harris and started 
toward him, crying: 

“Beverly, you're not going to do this 
to me! Oh, you're not going to do 
this !’"’ 

Mr. Harris stepped away and, accord- 
ing to Detective Fitzpatrick, ordered: 

“Have this woman removed from my 


sight.”’ 
She pressed her entreaties but the 
party left for Police Headquarters. 
Mrs. Harris had made vain efforts to 
reach {Max Steuer, her counsel. She 
finally got in communication with C. 
G. Daniels, another attorney, said to 
be a relative of Josephus Daniels, 
former Secretary of the Navy, and on 
his arrival he attempted to negotiate 
bail in Mrs. Harris’s behalf, 
Lieutenant Quinn in charge for the 
night said that arrangement would have 
to be made with a magistrate. Mr.

H. Lasser, Man of Aliases, Held 
and Questioned on King and 
| Lawson Tragedies. 





Mrs. Howard Johnson, wife of the 
author of ‘‘Tangerine’’ and other mu- 
sical comedies, was the victim of a 


brutal assault and robbery on Monday 
evening. She was attacked in a suite at 
the Hotel Alamac, Seventy-first Street 
and Broadway, and robbed of three dia- 
mond rnigs valued at $9,000. 

According to detectives of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street station, the robbery 
bears all the earmarks of having been 
the handiwork of persons familiar with 
the manner in which Dorothy King and 
Louise Lawson were robbed and killed. 
That Mrs. Johnson did not suffer a 
similar fate is merely a lucky chance, 
they say. 

Late last night detéctives arrested 
Harry Lasser in an apartment at 115 
West Forty-eighth Street. At he West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station Mrs. Johnson 
positively identified him as the man 
who had assaulted and robbed her. 

The police say Lasser is also known 
as Phillips, Roth, Drent and Behan and 
that he has a police record and. is want- 
ed in Washington for burglary. John- 
son was questioned by the police as to 
‘his knowledge of the deaths of the King 
,and Lawson women. ‘ 

For two hours Mrs. Johnson lay semi- 
conscious on the bathroom floor of the 
suite occupied by her so-called ‘friends.’’ 
A hick cord had been drawn in a tight 
noose round her neck, and her feet were 
bound with a piece of the same material. 

Police found it almost impossible to 
obtain a coherent story from Mrs. John- 
son, as for the last twenty-four hours 
she has been hysterical because of her 
terrible experience. The story of events 
that led up to the attack and robbery 
was finally pieced together after hours 
of questioning. 


Had Joined Couple at Parties. 


According to Detectives McGovern and 
Conklin, Mrs. Johnson, who lives at the 
Hotel McAlpin, was introduced to a man 
and woman two months ago by a man 
who is a familiar figure in cabarets 
and cafés in the neighborhood of Times 
Square and upper Broadway.

Jules C. Rabiner, the broker who re- 
ceived an indeterminate sentence to the 
penitentiary on Jan. 25 last and was 
paroled in three months, was seen in 
Broadway restaurants on Feb. 7 and 
again two weeks later, when he was 
supposed still to be in prison, according 
to the testimony of three witnesses yes- 
terday before David Hirshfield, Commis- 
sioner of Accounts. The witnesses were 
Dr. Edward L. Spitzer, a practicing 
physician of 884 West End Avenue, who 
sald that he had lost more than $12,000 
in Rabiner’s brokerage failure; his wife, 
Mrs. Kate Spitzer, and a friend, Mrs. 
Bertha Shack, of 203 West Ninety-eighth 
Street. 

The disclosure of Rabiner’s absence 
from the penitentiary led Commissioner 
Hirshfield to announce the extension of 
his investigation to take in the Depart- 
ment of Correction, under whose juris- 
diction the broker was placed for the 
period of his sentence. Commissioner 
Hirshfield hinted that he did not believe 
Rabiner served any time in the peni- 
tentiary at all. Dr. Spitzer testified that 
he had heard of a boast by Rabiner that 
he had so much political influence that 
he would never spend a day in jail.

‘| am golng to find out what influence 
and power this man had to enable him 
to boast that he would never serve his 
sentence,’’ asserted Commissioner Hirsh- 
field. 

Judge John F, McIntyre of the Court 
of General Sessions, who sentenced 
Rabiner and who approved his parole 
after ninety days, issued a statement 
after yesterday’s hearing to explain why 
Rabiner was at liberty on Feb. 7. Judge 
McIntyre said thag he had stayed execu- 
tion of the sentencg to permit the broker 
to wind up his business affairs and had 
committed Rabiner to the Tombs, with 
the privilege of leaving in the custody 
of a Deputy Sheriff from 10 A. M. to 4 
P. M. daily until Feb. 8 Judge Mc- 
Intyre said that he granted the stay 
at the request of Jonah J. Goldstein, 
Rabiner’s attorney. He sald he did 
not know anything about Rabiner’s re- 
ported absence from the penitentiary on 
the second occasion. 

Frederick A. Wallis, Commissioner of 
Correction, through his Secretary, said 
that the records of the Department of 
Correction showed that Rabiner was de- 
livered into its custody on Feb. 9, and 
remained under its jurisdiction until 
April 25. He said that Warden Jo- 
seph McCann of the Welfare Island 


left the Island between Feb. 9 and April 
25. 
Banton Invites Complaints. 

A third high official from whom a 
statement came was District Attorney 
Banton. Several witnesses had testified 
that they got no satisfaction when they 
tried to lodge cemplaints with the Dis- 
trict Attorney involving much larger 
‘sums than the $3,600 transaction on 
which Rabiner was indicted and con- 
victed. Mr. Banton announce, that he 
would take up all sound complaints 
against Rabiner now made to him and 
would present them to the Grand Jury 
during the week starting May 26. 

When Rabiner went into bankruptcy 
he owed his customers between $400,000 
and $500,000, and many with large 
claims are anxious to have him prose- 
cuted furtner.

against Judge Foley. 

The belief of district leaders at Tam- 
many Hall yesterday was that Judge 
Foley would accépt. “He’s got to take 
it,’ was the comment of former Sheriff 
Foley, who has been the dominating fig- 
ure in Tammany since Mr. Murphy’s 
death.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Evidence ac- 
cumulated today that the Ku Klux Klan 
fssue would have a part in the na- 
tional political campaign in spite of 
the efforts of leading spirits in both 
parties to minimize its importance. Sen- 

j}ator Underwood has indicated that he 
intends to bring the Klan’s activities in 
politics to the attention of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention next month, 
and there are signs that a friendly re- 
lationship that seems to have been es- 
tablished between the’ Klan and Senator 
Watson since the recent Klan victory in 
the Republican primaries in his State 
may inject the issue of the secret order 
into Republican national politics. 

The practices of the Klar as revealed 

before the Senate committee investi- 
gating the election of Senator Mayfield, 
Democrat, of Texas, who is charged 
with being a former Klansman and still 
affiliated with the Klan politically, is 
further accentuating the issue. 
.In today’s testimony before that com- 
mittee, E. J. Clark, a former Grand 
Titan of the masked order, gave details 
of- the wholesale system of espionage 
maintained by the Klan, and declared 
that high officials of the Klan were 
entirely cognizant of the violence and 
eruelties carried out by,memberg of the 
order. 

Mr. Clark declared that. under H. W. 
Evans, the present imperial wizard of 
the order, military rules prevailed and 
that Klansmén had been instructed by 
Evans to obey the commands of their 
superiors as “soldiers,’” adding that 
without such discipline the klan ‘‘could. 
never get in politics.’ 


Calls Klan ‘Criminal’ by Nature. 


Luther B. Nickels of Dallas, a law 
partner of ex-Senator Bailey, who is 
chjef counsel for Mr. Peddy, told the 
committee that the Klan was an or- 
ganization, the nature of which is 
“‘criminal.’’ He said that in his opinion 
the question of whether or not the Klan 
oath is “treasonable’’ should be inquired 
into before the hearings ended. 

The Mauyfield case may bring the 
Klah’s political activities into the Sen- 
ate when the matter comes. up for final 
action. This is an outcome that many 
Senators will wish to avoid, but May- 
field’s opponents are stressing the Klan 
phase of his victory in such a way that 
it may be difficult to avoid a decision 
involving the order. 

Former Representative Charles C. 
Carlin, of Virginia, who heads the or- 
Banization here which is furthering the 
integests of Senator Underwood for the 
Democratic nomination. amplified today 
the intimation from headquarters yes- 
terday that an effort would be made by 
the Underwood forces at the national 
convention to obtain the adoption of an 
anti-Klan plank as part of the party’s 
platform. 

‘‘Whether or not it should be, the Klan 
is an issue,”’ said a statement from Mr. 
Carlin. ‘“‘It has made itself one of its 
own volition.”’ 

To prove that the Klan organization 
in Georgia has taken steps to influence 
the Democratic National Convention in 
favor of Klan candidates, the statement 
quotes an alleged order issued by 
Nathan Bedford PD. Forrest, Grand 
Dragon of the State. This order, which 
has been previously published, told the 
Klansmen of Georgia to scan the list of 
delegates named to the Democratic 
State Convention and make sure what 
stand each man’ would take in regard 
to Major Cohen, an alleged friend of 
the Klan, who was a candidate for 
State Committeeman and slated to go 
to New York. 

The statement goes on to say that this 
order is “‘evidence that the voice of the 
Klan will be heard in the New York 
convention”’ and that ‘‘wherever possible 
the Klan is ‘packing” delegations to pro- 
tect its interests’’ in New York. The 
Gegrgia delegation to the New York con- 
vention, it is asserted, ‘‘will be a mili- 
tant Klan organization.’’ 

The statement from Underwood head- 
quagters adds: 

“There is a disposition among the 
press in certain sections to minimize 
the Klan issue.

TELLS OF KLAN OUTRAGES. 


E. J. Clark, at Mayfield Hearing, 
Describes ‘“‘the All-Seeing Eye.”

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The “All 
Seeing Eye,” the Ku Klux Klan’s espio- 
nage system by which neighbor spied 
upon neighbor, telephone and telegraph 
wires were tapped and other means of 
communication were adopted when the 
Klokan Committee operated in a neigh- 
borhood was described today by Erwin 
J. Clark of Houston, Texas, a former 
Grand Titan, to the Senate Committee 











Mr. Clark was a witness at the hear- 
ing of the contest instituted by George 
i. B. Peddy, Republican, for the seat of 
Senator Mayfield, Democrat, of Texas. 

The Klokan committee of each lodge, 
the witness asserted, supervised reports 
of cases of misconduct in the neighbor- 
hood and considered prospects of dis- 
orders. Reports of ‘‘working overs,”’ or, 
as he explained, floggings, administered 
to individuals objectionable to the Klan 
were related. 

Dn H. W. Evans, now Imperial 
Wizard of the order, had announced hie 


purpose in 1921 to stop violence by the 
Klan, the witness declared, but Klan of- 
ficers in conference with him scoffed at 
such statements. In earlier testimony 
Mr. Clark said he had withdrawn from 
membership-in the organization. 

The purpose of this teetimony, ac- 
cording to Luther Nickels, counsel for 
Mr. Peddy, was to prove the Kian ‘‘an 
unlawful, criminal ee mem- 
bersh!p in which would serve indirectly 
to disqualify Senator Mayfield for his 
seat in the Seypate. 

Senator Spen@er, Chairman, announced 
for the committee, when objections were 
raised by counse) for Senator Mayfield, 
that the testimony was belng received 
only for consideration. later, he said, 
possibly it would be atricken out. 

A klansman was duty bound to carry 
reports or act a8 a spy when Instruc 
by his chief, Mr. Clark testified. a 
said 90 per cent. of the membership did 
not know what was going on, and that 
there were ‘wheels withit: wheels” and 
that the chiefs were all powerful. 

“Vocational klannishoness,”’ the witness 
said, was a duty of membership, and 
that while regulating mornai conduct and 
intimidation of negroes was part of the 


functions practiced, a true klansman 
was obliged to trade with a fellow 
klansman, 


At one time the witness refused to 
tell of certain cruelties until the women 
resent had left the committee room. 
hen he described the nature of pun- 
ishment inflicted on a negro who had 
been singled out. He said a Kian of- 
ficial had condoned it on the ground 
that “to put the fear of God in ’em, 
it is necessary to make ‘em over 0oc- 
casionally.”’ 

Mr. Clark told W. P. Mclean, of 
counsel for Senator Mayfield, that he 
did not spend anything out of funds col- 
lected for the Klan to promote the cam- 
paign of Mr. Mayfield. 

“Did you ever spend one dime for 
Mayfield?” Mr. McLean asked. 

“No, sir,’’ the witness said, “nor for 
any other candidate.’’ He added that 
the Klan had never instructed him to 
spend campai money. 

A moment later, on examination by 
Mr. Nickels, the witness told of a con- 
ference which he had with Imperial 
Wizard Evans. He eaid Mr. Evans had 
declared ‘‘the only way the Klan could 
at was to maintain its militant po- 

tion.”’ 

‘He claimed that it was aaseneesy. for 
a Klansman to obey orders as a soldier, 
and that it never could get along in 
politics without that,’’ Mr. Clark con- 
tinued. 

Mr. Nickels then lead the examination 
to the question of violence. 

“If they can show that the Ku Klux 
Klan ever spent over $25 to elect May- 
field we would not object, for they can- 
not show it,” Mr. McLean said. ‘‘That 
they should undertake to talk about vio- 
lence is only to besmirch the character 
of the young Senator from Texas, Mr. 
Mayfield. If they have any evidence 
that he received money from the Ku 
Kiux Klan we have no objection, be- 
cause he did not.”’ 

Describing a conference with Klan of- 
ficials at which Dr. Evans said he was 
going to see that “‘whippings and tar 
and feather parties were stopped,’’ the 
witness added that “McColl, who was 
Great Titan,’’ laughed at Dr. Evans and 
told him to stop his hypocrisy. r. Me- 
Coll then reminded Dr. Evans, he sal 
of an incident where the doctor himsel? 
had branded a negro. Clark said McColl 
now is with the Klan ‘imperial palace.’’ 

‘Suppose there was somebody picked 
out to be flogged,’’ Senator Watson in- 
quired, ‘‘did a chief officer gather a few 
fellows to do that?’”’ 

“Sometimes.’’

JAPAN DISCUSSES — 
TRADE WITH FRANCE 


Foreign Office Says Merlin’s 
Visit Does Not Involve a 


Defensive Alliance. 





TREATY WITH US AFFECTED 





Inclusion of Indo-China in Franco- 
Japanese Trade Treaty Is One 
Point Considered.

By Wireless to Tus New York Ties, 
TOKIO, May 13.—The official visit of 
the French Governor General of Indo- 
China, who has arrived with a large 
staff, is causing considerable specula- 
tion in diplomatic circles and in the 

Japanese press. 

It was originally announced that the 
object of the visit of Governor Gen- 
eral Merlin was two-fold: First, to ex- 
press the sympathy of France for the 
earthquake of last September, and sec- 
ond, to congratulate the, Prince Regent 
and his bride on the occasion of the im- 
perial wedding. Later, when rumors 
of a new treaty became current, the 
Japanese Foreign Office announced that 
there was another motive for the visit, 
and that it was planned to extend the 
new commercial treaty, now being nego- 
tlated between France and Japan in 
Paris, to embrace Indo-China. 

I am, however, reliably informed that 
there is still another task which will 
oceupy the attention of the Governor 
General during his visit. 

According to the Foreign Office, it 
has never been determined whether the 
Treaty of Guarantees, drawn up between 
France and Japan in 1007 after the 
Russo-Japanese War, prarentosins the 


territorial integrity of each other in 
Asia, was abrogated by the Four Power 
Treaty of Was ington. Governor Gen- 


eral Merlin will discuss with the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office the status of this 
treaty in order to determine whether it 
is still to be considered in force, or 
whether the Washington Treaty replaced 
it in the same way it replaced the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, : 

e Treaty of Guarantees stipulates 
that the contracting parties undertake 
to respect the independence and terri- 
torial integrity of China, agree in prin- 
cipal to equal opportunities, undertak- 
ing to protect each‘ other, and to insure 
peace and security in the vicinity of 
their separate spheres of sovereignty 
in order to maintain the status and the 
territorial rights of the contracting 
parties on the Asiatic continent.

BOSTON, May 13.—Mayor Curley in a 
letter to Senator Walsh of Massachu- 
setts, made public today, asks that the 
Senatorial committee investigating al- 
leged corrupt activities, of which Senator 

alsh is a member, investigate what he 
terms ‘‘an organized plan for corrup- 
tion’’ by means of an organization 
Known as the ‘‘Massachusetts Calvin 
Coolidge Finance Committee.’’ 

The Mayor quotes as follows from 
what purports to be sent out from the 
offices of the Walworth Manufacturing 
Company in this city on April 24 under 
the signature of G. F. Elliott, Chairman 
of the Pipe Fittings and Allied Material 
Group of the Finance Committee: 

“There is no limit to the amount an 
individual may give to this committee. 
Large contributions will be so divided as 
to give full observance to the require- 
mente of the statutes.’’ 

This paragraph, Mayor Curley says in 
his letter, “has a sinister significance 
and indicates a cynical determination to 
evade the provisions of the Corrupt 
‘Practice laws.’’ 

The Mayor charges that William M. 
Butler, who has been selectéd to be 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, is back of a ‘‘nation-wide 
corruption campaign’”’ and that President 
Coolidge is ‘‘fully cognizant of its pur- 
poses.’ 

Louis K. Liggett Chairman of the 
Massachusetts Calvin Coolidge Finance 
Committee, took full responsibility to- 
night for and declared within the law 
the cAmpaign appeal on which Mayor 
Curley asked an investigation. 

Mr. Liggett was made Chairman after 
the resignation of William M. Butler, 
who is to be Republican National Chair- 
man, and changed the name from Re- 
publican State Finance Committee be- 
cause, he said, he felt the name of Cool- 
idge was ‘‘a Maypole about which Mas- 
sachusetts and all New England should 
rally.’” The committee is the official 
financing organization of the Republican 
State Committee. 

Chapter 655, Section 6, Massachusetts 
General Laws, readsin part: ‘‘Any in- 
dividual, not a candidate, may contrib- 
ute to political committees op candi- 
dates sums which in the aggregate of 
all contributions by him shall not exceed 
$1,000 in any election or primary prelim- 
inary thereto.”’ 

Mr. Liggett said in an interview to- 
night that this meant only that fot 
more than $1,000 can be spent in Massa- 
chusetts, but that an individual may 
contribute any amount, the balance to 
be expended elsewhere by the National 
Committee.

But He Says France Will Bring 
Germany to Justice if 
She Fails.

PARIS, May 13.—Paul Painlevé, Pre- 
mier of France in 1917 and today among 
the most prominent leaders of the vic- 
torious Left, gave in a statement today 
a good outline of what will be the for- 
ejgn policy of his party when it takes 
power. 

“The elections,”’ he said, ‘“‘have shown 
clearly to the whole world that France 
is secking peace, a just and stable peace. 
But there cannot be a stable peace un- 
less reparations are paid by Germany 
for the damage of the war. There can- 
not be a stable peace without a large, 
generous conception of the matenial and 
moral possibilities which transform 4 
strict legal right into a living reality. 
We must pass from the letter to the 
apirit of the peace treaty. 

“To repair is to efface the material 
traces of invasion. But we must also 
prepare for the coming era of loyal 
collaboration between the peoples which 
will efface the moral effects of the war, 
and that task is more difficult.’’ 

Such a policy added M. Painlevé, 
could not be one sided. If it were, 
France would be exposed to the same 
disadvantage as before 1914, when the 
pan-Germans took advantage of her 
pacificism to prepare for aggression. 
Happily Germany’s error had been 
shown tc her and she was not likely 
again to confuse the desire for peace of 
@ nation for feebleness. If Germany 


should again fall into that error, it 
would be to risk the same consequences, 
and it was with the hope that even 
Germany’s Ludendorffs would avoid it 
that M. Painlevé added: 

“There is no peaceful future for 
Europe and the world unless good-will 
to conciliation on the part of France 
meets good-will for loyal and sustained 
execution of accepted engagements on 
the other side of the Rhine.’’ 

M. Painlevé admitted that the demon- 
strations at Halle and other signs of 
German ultra-nationalism were dis- 
ee But generalizations should be 
avoided. 

“In my opinion,’’ he said, “it would 
be a political and psychological mistake 
to proclaim that because there are still 
some Boches in Germany all Germans 
are Boches and that democratic ideals 
are banished from the Reich. These 
sentiments should be encouraged and 
the country weaned if possible from 
allegfance to those dreaming dangerous 
dreams of revenge.’’ 

On the Dawes plan M. Painlevé, who 
will almost certainly be in the next 
Cabinet and may be Minister of War, 
gave this opinion: 

‘‘The nation which rejects this possi- 
bility of an equitable settlement will in- 
eur the heaviest responsibilities in the 
eyes of universal opinion. We do not 
wish that country to be France. We 
are far from overlooking the grave dif- 
ficulties which execution of the ex- 
perts’ plan presents from the point of 
view of our security. But none of these 
difficulties is insurmountable if ap- 
proached with the firm determination to 
find a reasonable solution. 

“If Germany, to her misfortune, re- 
‘ewe the possibilities of the just and 

umane peace which the experts’ report 
offers, there will be nothing to do but 
leave her to her fate. Then France, 
more sure than ever of the support of 
the peoples who collaborated with her 
in victory, will ne her to justice—the 
justice which will be that of all hu- 
manity.”’ 


GERMANS DIVIDED 
ON FRENCH ELECTIONS 


Reactionaries Expect No Change 
in Policy, but Liberals Are 
Hopeful.

BERLIN, May 13.—Berlin is begin- 
ming to draw ‘ts breath again after the 
first amazement at the news of: the 
French election results. The Germans 
@re asking each other in awed tones 
“Can it mean Potncaré’s downfall?’ 

They are beginning to try to visualize 
the world with no Poincaré in it shak- 
ing his clenched fist in the general di- 
rection of Berlin and shouting "Pay, 
Pay, pay!" They are trying to visual- 
ize the Ruhr cities without French sol- 
diers marching up and down in them. 
But they simply cannot do it. 

And even when some German gets so 
far as to half %elieve that Poincaré 
may be politically dead his ensuing joy 
is chilled by the thought that even if 
he is there probably will be no essential 
change in French policy toward Ger- 
many. 

The reactionary papers warn Germans 
against attaching too much importance 
to the Leftward trend in France. The 
Tages Zeitung stresses the point that 
Poincar6’s Successor, whoever he may 
be, will doubtless continue the same for- 
eign policy, the elections having been in- 
fluenced primarily by internal questions. 
ournven if methods change,” it’ says, 
‘the aim of French policy—to keep Ger- 
many doing hard labor under the yoke 
of the Versailles Treaty—will remain un- 
changed whether the French Premier be 
Briand or Herriott.”’ 

Reading between the lines of this sort 
of reactionary German comment one 
realize that ‘‘Poincar6’s disappearance 
would not provide unalloyed bliss to the 
German reactionaries since it would de- 
Prive them of ‘the favorite target for 
their mudslinging and of the best pos- 
sible bogey man to shake in the faces 
of Germans still averse to the belief that 
they should think all day and dream all 
night of revenge on France. 

Comment in more liberal circles shows 
a distinct feeling of hope that an era of 
pleasanter international relations may 
dawn if the result of the election really 
does portend the elimination of M. Poin- 
caré from the political field. The Ber- 
tiner Tageblatt emphasizes the point 
that Poincaré does not really represent 
France where a large section of the pop- 
ulation favors a genuinely peaceable 
international policy. 

Should M. Briand head a new French 
Government, adds the Tagleblatt, it 
would mean “a fresh breeze blowing 
upon German negotiations with the Al- 
lies concerning reparations and the end- 
ing of Ruhr occupation,” and likewise

German Extremists Decide on 
Northern Invasion—Reds Are 
Defiant, Moderates Nervous.

BERLIN, May 13.—Encouraged by the 
success of the monster demonstration 


last Sunday at Halle when for the first 
time they treated Northern Germany 
to a close-up view of the swashbuckling 
tactics which they have pursued for 
some time in Southern Germany, the 
Militarist Nationalists plan to continue 
their northward march right into Berlin 
itself, They announce for Sunday, May 
25, a mass meeting of extreme mon- 
archistic associations here, similar to 
that which swamped Halle. It will be 
held—assuming that the authorities al- 
low it—in the Station, a big open-air 
sport arena. : 

‘Incidentally, the Communists, arch- 
foes of the extreme Nationalists, like- 
wise announce a Communist meeting to 
take place also on May 25, and also in 
Berlin, thus following the example of 
last Sunday, when the Communists 
sought to stage a counter-demonstra- 
tion at Halle in protest against the 
Monarchist celebration, only to have it 
prohibited by the police,. who, moreover, 
suppressed with an iron hand the ef- 
forts of the Communists to disobey the 
police prohibition, which led to severe 
clashes wherein four were killed and 
nine wounded. 

The Minister of the Interior, Herr 
Jarres, has been severely criticised for 
prohibiting the Halle Communist demon- 
stration while permitting the Monarch- 
ist one, and grave fears are felt that 
if the Monarchists are allowed to dem- 
onstrate in Berlin more bloodshed will 
result, irrespective of whether the Com- 
munists are allowed to hold a counter- 
demonstration. 

Meanwhile, the Militarist organiza- 
tions which held last Sunday’s demon- 
stration are planning another for next 
Sunday at Breslau just to keep their 
hand in while they are waiting’ for the 
grand march on Berlin. 

The northward trend of extremism is 
a significant and dangerous phase of 
the nationalistic movement, which has 
all along been stronger in Bavaria than 
elsewhere in Germany. Last Sunday’s 
Halle demonstration was serious enough 
as a challenge to the anti-Natlonalist 
elements, but the demonstration planned 
for Berlin may be far more serious, 
since it shows the determination of the 
extremists to force themselves into re- 
gions of the German Republic unaccus- 
tomed to unrepentant militarism and 
monarchism, in all their goose-stepping 
arrogance. The Halle celebration may 
have important consequences, since the 
victorious feeling which it aroused 
among the militarist extremists is no 
greater than the bitterness which it en- 
gendered among their foes, especially 
the Communists. :

BRUSSELS, May 13.—Now that the 
results of the Frehch elections are 
known, it has become possible to ob- 
tain a clearer idea of Belgian official 
opinion on the situation.

BORAH WELCOMES 
FRENCH OVERTURN 


Senator Says Our Foreign Policy 
May Follow France’s New 


Trend for World’s Good.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—While the 
radical victory in the French elections, 
with the prospective overthrow of the 
Poincaré Ministry, has not attracted as 
much interest in Washington as might 
have been expected, its importance has 


not been overlooked at the White House 
and the State Department. 

In Congress little comment is heard 
over the outcome, but some of those 
Senators and Representatives who _ fol- 
low developments in European politics 
closely have been impressed by the 
showing made by the Left parties. 
Among these is Senator Borah of Idaho, 
a member of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 

“The result is very encouraging,” he 
said. “It gives us a brighter outlook 
than we have had for a long time. If, 
as indicated by the election, France is 
to have a liberal and constructive for- 
eign policy, it is the most important 
happening since the war. 

“France holds the key to the restora- 
tion of economic health throughout Eu- 
rope and to the betterment of conditions 


throughout the world. A liberal, con- 
structive, live-and-let-live policy upon 
the part of France, a policy which 


would fix a definite sum which Ger- 
many could pay and which would aban- 
don the occupation of the Ruhr, so 
fruitless to France and so destructive to 
all Europe, and which would re-estab- 
lish relations with Russia, would re- 
animate with energy and life an entire 
continent and give hope and encourage- 
ment to an entire world. 

“The course of England, the wise, far- 
seeing, courageous policy of Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald, and now the -eourse 
which seems to be initiated in France, 
may possibly lead even the United 
States out of Its war trance and cause 
us to adopt a tolerant and_constructive 
foreign policy also. And how vitally in- 


terested we are it would be difficult to 
express. 
“The restoration of economic sanity 


and health in Europe, the opening of 
European markets, would bring relief to 
the American farmer and to agriculture 
which no possible legislation can ever 
bring. Indeed, all legislation may prove 
futile unless the others can be realized. 
If the French election means what it 
now indicates, we should rejoice.”’ 

Victor L. Berger of Wisconsin, the 
only Socialist Party representative in 
Congress, also expressed his satisfaction 
over the result in France.

LONDON, May 13.—A hint that the 
Government is only awaiting settlement 
of the Central European problem to call 
an international conference on disarma- 
ment was given by Ramsay MacDonald 
at a gathering of Labor women today. 
His foreign policy, said the Prime Min- 
ister, appealed particularly to the 
smaller nations of Europe and he asked 
them to advocate the only measure 
which would give them security and in- 
ternational disarmament. 

Some criticis, he continued, wanted to 
know why they did not call an inter- 
national conference at once, but one 
could not call an international confer- 
ence at a time when it could not succeed, 
and failure would be very disastrous. 
They were preparing the way. As soon 


as they got the pressing problem of 
Central Europe out of the ay and he 
hoped that would not be very long now, 
he believed the difficulties which ex- 
isted would be overcome by the same 
‘spirit which had overcome difficulties 
in the past. 


Appeals for Experts’ Report. 


“The great problem of the Government 
at the moment,”’ he continued, ‘‘is to get 
what is known as the experts’ report put 
into operation. There are some things 
in that report which I am a little sus- 
Ppicious of, but suppose we begin to ex- 


amine every line and every paragraph 
and every proposal, where are we going 
to end? 

“Neither Germany, France, Italy, Bel- 
ium nor ourselves can afford to go into 
etails now. It is all together—the whole 
report and nothing but the report.” 
Arthur Henderson, the Home Secre- 
tary, referred to the result of the French 
elections as a magnificent move toward 
peace influenced in no small degree by 
the statesmanship of Ramsay MacDon- 
ald’s foreign: policy. 





Wants All Europe to Cooperate. 


LONDON, May 13 (Associated Press). 
—Prime Minister MacDonald, reviewing 
the political situation in the course of 
an address before a women’s demonstra- 
tion under the auspices of the Labor 
Party at Albert Hall this evening, said: 

“T still claim that what. the Labor 
Government did within twenty-four 
hours after finishing a study of the 
experts’ report, namely, taking the in- 
itiative in announcing to the world that 
the report should be put into operation 
en bloc, was the right thing to do and 
if that course is pursued Europe will 
have a new chance of finding its feet. 

“Germany, France, ourselves, Italy, 
Belgium—none of us—can afford to go 


into details now. It’s all together—the 
whole report and nothing but the report. 
If in working it out we find an impos- 
sibility, then by the common sense still 
remaining to us we shall be able to 
adjust conditions. 

“And I beg of every nation concerned 
to follow the line we have taken, to take 
the whole report, to put it heartily into 
operation and to do its level best to 
carry out the obligations imposed by it 
and then to trust to the sense of justice 
of the world to see that right is done 
in the end.’’ 


PAYNE PRAISES MacDONALD. 


Says British Premier Has “a Real 
Hold” on the Country. 


Prime Minister MacDonald of Great 
Britain has a ‘‘real hold on the coun- 
try,’”’ and the su:zess of the Labor Party 
is likely to result in the disappearance 
of the Liberal Party, according to Judge 
John Barton Payne, Chairman of the 
American Red Cross, who returned home 
yesterday on the Majestic of the White 
Star Line. Judge Payne presided at the 
annual meeting of the League of Red 
Cross Societies in Paris. 

“Tf the Labor Party had shown a lack 
of constructive leadership, its life prob- 
ably would have been short and its 
following. absorbed by tne Liberals,’’ 
said Judge Payne, ‘‘but such has not 
been the case. Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald has a real hold on the country, and 
is meeting the responsibilities of his 
great office in a strong, forceful manner. 

“The negotiation with the Soviets, 
however, may cause serious disappoint- 
ment to Mr. MacDonald. At first he was 


optimistic and confident of success. 
Now, however, things do not look so 
bright. The Soviets so far refuse to 
acknowledge debts due to people of 
Great Britain, and because the Labor 
Government asks that the debts be rec- 
ognized, the Soviets call MacDonald and 
his friends ‘capitalists,’ and Trotsky and 
others are building back fires against 
them in Moscow, maiens the negotia- 
tions difficult and probably impossible. 
There is still much unemployment in 
Great Britain, but the feeling generally 
is more optimistic. Prices at hotels and 
shops are much higher than pre-war, 
about as high as in the United States.’’ 

“The great question affecting West- 
ern, and, to some extent, Central, Eu- 
rope, is reparations. The recent Ger- 
man elections are thought 
German action doubtful. My conviction 
is that in the final analysis a way will 
be found to solve the difficulties, and 
the Dawes report will be accepted and 
put into execution. 

“We should do everything in our 
power through the press and by public 
utterance to exert the —— opinion of 
the United States in favor of the re- 
moval of all difficulties and the com- 
plete acceptance of this one real solu- 
tion of Europe’s troubles. This done, 
Europe will go diligently to work and 
will soon resume the normal life.’’

But Unless We Do Our Part Ster- 
ling Must Prevall, Continuing 
Inflation, It Says.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Ad- 
visory Council of the Federal Reserve 
Board today urged the necessity for 
American financiers to ald in the or- 
ganization of the new German note bank 
recommended by the Dawes report and 
suggested cooperation by the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

“The council wishes to record its 
Federal Reserve Board examine very 
carefully into its powers ‘“‘in order to 
approach the problem of Europe’s finan- 
cial and economic reconstruction in the 
most helpful spirit, in the same manner 
as.is being done by the Bank of Eng- 
land and other central note-issuing 


banks.”’ 

It is further recommended by the coun- 
cil that, when the new German note- 
issuing bank is formed, the Federal Re- 
serve banks ‘“‘take the necessary steps 
in order to facilitate the rediscounting 
in this country of properly protected 
gold bills.’’ 

The Advisory Council took up consid- 
eration of the Dawes report in its two 
days’ session here at the request of the 
Federal Reserve: Board. in addition to 
other matters falling within its province. 

Alfred L. Aiken resigned as a mem- 
ber and Vice President of the council. 
Charles A. Morse of Boston succeeded 
him as a member, and E. F. Swinne 
of Kansas City was elected Vice Prest- 
dent of the council. 

The following statement was issued by 
the council at the conclusion of its ses- 
sions: 

“At the request of the Federal Re- 
serve Board the Advisory Council has 
given careful consideration to the re- 
port of the first committee of experts, 
the so-called Dawes report. 

“The Council wishes to record its 
admiration for the excellent work done 
by the committee and to express the 
hope that with the least possible delay 
the committee's recommendations will 
be carried into actual effect. 


Endorse Private American Aid. 


“The Council furthermore endorses 
the wish recently expressed by Presi- 
dent Cooliage that American private 
capital and initiative give this plan its 
hearty support as a demonstration of 
the Nation’s desire to do its full share 
in the economic rehabilitation of the Old 
World. 

“The council has given. particular 
thought to the question of how far the 


Federal Reserve system may aid the 

country in accomplishing tnese aims. 
“It is obvious that the Federal Re- 
serve system as such cannot by any 


action of its own cooperate in the 
flotation and distribution of the new 
German loan, the absorption of which 


on a liberal scale by the United States 
is one of the prerequistes of the Dawes 
plan. Nor should any such direct aid 
by the Federal Reserve system be neces- 
sary. There should be no difficulty in 
placin this loan, provided it is 
properly secured and provided the in- 
vesting public feels confident that the 
debtor, nove accepted the burden in 
good faith, will be free to go about his 
work without hindrance as long as he 
makes the utmost effort of which he is 
capable 

‘While, therefore, the council has no 
suggestion to offer to the Federal Re- 
serve Board concerning this phase of 
the problem, there are ‘mportant serv- 
ices the Federal service system could 
render with regard to the cperations of 
the new note-issuing bank which Ger- 
many is to organize under the pro- 
visions of the Dawes plan, 

“The council urges the Federal Re- 
serve Board to examine very closely into 
the powers vested in this report in the 
Federal Reserve Banks, and to study 
the question how far it may be desirable 
to amend existing rulings and regula- 
tions in order to approach the problem 
of Europe’s financial and economic re- 
construction in the most helpful spirit, 
in the same manner as is being done by 
the Bank of England and other central 
note-issuing banks, 

“Unless America finds ways and 
means to permit her excessive banking 
strength to benefit other countries, par- 
ticularly those striving to bring their 
house in order, the dollar cannot main- 
tain its position as a world standard of 
exchange, and foreign countries—and 
even American banking and commerce— 
will once more, in a larger degree, be- 
come dependent upon and tributary to 
the pound sterling, to the greater ex- 
clusion of the dollar. 


Must Make Dollar Available. 


“Tt is idle, however, to preach the use 
of the dollar, unless, at the-same time, 
we render it possible for other countries 
to avail themselves of our dollar facii- 
ties. It is obvious that our credit 
power cannot continue to grow indef- 


initely without the danger of over- 
saturation. If the stream of gold that 
floods our shores is not stemmed in 
time, it is to he feared that, ultimately, 
we will not be able to ward off its in- 
flationary effects. And inflation would 
only aggravate the economic maladjust- 
ment already existing within our own 
boundaries; a maladjustment which not 
only disturbs and endangers our trade 
with other countries but which makes 
our agricultural situation particularly 
difficult and distressing. 

“But, irrespective of the danger of 
inflation, against which there still are 
at our disposal powerful cushions that 
could be applied in order to counteract 
or soften its effect, the problem ought to 
be weighed cram another and even more 

rtant angle. 
mht is the question of whether the 
world is more likely to regain the bless- 
ings of economic stability under the 
sway of several fluctuating standards of 
exchange, or by a general return, as 
speedy as circumstances may permit, to 
definite relations of exchanges to gold 
as the ultimate measure and regulator. 

“The Dawes report leads the world 
to the crossroads in this regard. It 
provides for a German note-issuing bank 
on a gold basis, but leaves the door 
open to place it on a sterling basis, and 
it cannot be denied that there is no 
small probability of the latter basis being 
chosen. In the opinion < me oa 
the sooner Germany can be placed on @ 
gold or ig-encenge basis, b. eo 
can England, and other countries, l 
return to an unrestricted gold standard, 
while, if Germany were placed on a 
sterling basis, England in returning to 
an unrestricted gold basis would have

It is not as an 
American problem that we are discuss- 
ing this phase, but as one that touches 
the future of all the world. 


Would Facilitate Discounting. 


“The Council has been pleased to learn 
that it has been ruled that Federal Re- 
serve banks may consider as eligible 
for their open market purchases certain 
German dollar trade bills, payable in 
the United States, if endorsed by the 
recently established German gold redis- 
count bank, the so-called Schacht bank, 
and by approved American endorsers. 

“The Council sees in this decision a 
move in the right direction, helpful to 
all parties concerned, inasmuch as it 
transfers credit power from where it is 
idle and redundant to where an acute

and the ‘“‘Savage’’ faction, which be- 
lieves that there should be no disarma- 
ment unless the Government passes 
strong legislative measures to repress 
all its enemies, has reached such pitch 
that Mussolini's personal organ, the 
Popolo d'Italia, has thought it prudent 
to publish a signed article by Musso- 
lini’s brother, Arnaldo, exhorting the 


Fascisti to remain calm and disciplined 
till Mussolini returns from Sicily. 

It was announced today that the Pre- 
mier had decided to abandon his Sicilian 
tour and that he would be back in Rome 
tomorrow. The official reason given 
for this change of plan is that he has 


.| much work to do in connection with the 


international conference on emigration, 
which he will open on Thursday. The 
impression is widespread, however, that 
his hurried return is not unconnected 
with the quarrels going on within the 
Fascista organization and that he 
wishes to check them before*they grow 
sufficiently widespread to become dan- 
gerous. 

To speak of actual schism between the 
two factions is premature. Fascismo 
is still young—it has not reached its 
sixth birthday—and its creed and men- 
tality have changed radically since its 
foundation. It is therefore natural that 
it should still be in a state of flux and 
that sharp divisions of opinion should 
exist between its leaders as to how to 
deal with various unforeseen problems 
as they arise. é 

Besides, Mussolini still stands between 
the two factions, andi he enjoys suffi- 
cien power and prestige to command the 
unquestioning obedience of his follow- 
ers; any decision he reaches is therefore 
certain to be accepted. His dominant 
position is recognized by both factions, 
but the clash of opposing tendencies 
which manifests itself as soon as his\ 
back is turned has furnished a sad com- 
mentary on what might happen if he 
weer not always able with skill to weld 
Fascismo into a compact mass. The 
Popolo d'Italia, in fact, says: ‘We 
cannot insist too strongly on the impro- 
priety of these discussions in the ab- 
sence of Premier Mussolini,’’ while 
Deputy Farinacci, leader of the ‘“‘Sav- 
ages,’’ writes in his newspaper, Cre- 
mona Nuova: 

“The spectacle which Rome offers dur- 
ing Mussolini's absence is discouraging. 
Luckily ‘the Duke’ will soon be back in 
Rome, and he is above all critics and 
super-critics; he is above all candidates 
and would-be candidates for ministries 
and under secretaryships.”’ 

The occasion for the intervention of 
Mussolini’s organ in the squabble be- 
tween the ‘‘Legalists’’ and ‘‘Savages’’ 
is furnished by the attacks which some 
newspapers adhering to the former fac- 


tion have been taking against the 
Finance Minister, Signor De Stefani. 
Deputy Massimo Rocca, who is the 


leader of the ‘‘Legalists,’’ has been es- 
pecially active with newspaper articles 
criticizing much that the Finance Min- 
ister has done. Deputy Farinacci, on 
the other hand, has been hot in his sup- 
port of the financial reforms and of 
De Stefani personally. Mussolini’s news- 
paper is impartial in its comment and 
does not favor either side. 

After making fun of the ‘‘Legalists,” 
who in their frenzy to reform every- 
thing ‘‘would destroy much that only 
needs modifying,” it says: 

“But we also must address a stern 
word to those who wish to continue the 
lawless days of Fascista punitive ex- 
peditions. They are led astray by their 
romantic souls, while the ‘‘Legalists’’ 
are obviously tired of being Fascisti. 

“Criticisms made just for the pleasure 
of criticising are work for fools. Fas- 
cismo which does. not create instead of 
talking is not Fascismo, just as we can 
not consider as Fascisti some of the 
men whom recent political events have 
brought into the limelight. 

“We are not among those who say 
upon all occasions: ‘Keep silent and 
obey’; but we do believe that discus- 
sions at the present moment are most 
inopportune.” 

It is generally believed that as soon 
as Mussolini reaches Rome he will take 
matters in hand and announce where he 
stands in the dispute between the ‘‘Le- 
galists’’ and the ‘‘Savages.’’ He will, in 
other words, announce what road he, as 
head of Fascismo, has decided his party 
shall follow and leave the dissenters 
either to obey or get out. What the de- 

ion will be is hard to foretell; but 
Mussolini may possibly be influenced by 
his friendship for Massimo Rocca, the 
leader of the ‘‘Legalists,’’ while it is 
known that he has not much liking for 
Farinacci. It will be remembered that 
when the Directorate of the Fascista 
party expelled Massimo Rocca for lack 
of discipline, Mussolini commuted his 
sentence to three months’ suspension and 
forced all the members of the Directo- 
rate to resign.

Conservatives Fail in Effort to 
Retain British Tariff Com- 
prised in McKenna Duties.

Others Vote With the Government 
—Baldwin Declares American 
Dumping Is Certain.

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LONDON, May 13.—The Conservative 
motion in the House of Commons declar- 
ing it inexpedient to remove the 
McKenna duties on automobiles, foreign 
films, musical instruments, clocks and 
watches, &c., was defeated tonight by a 
combined Liberal-Labor vote of 317 to 
252, a Government majority of sixty- 
five. 


Free trade in Britain has thus recap- 
tured the last ground lost during the 
abnormal conditions of the war, and the 
nation, from being a country enjoying a 
considerable measure of _ protection, 
though under names which smelt some- 
what sweeter in anti-tariff nostrils, has 
returned to its profession of the full 
free trade gospel, pure and undefiled. 

Captain Terrell, Unionist, provided the 
curtain raiser for the debate when, in 
presenting three workmen’s petitions 
against abolishing the duties, he de- 
clared they were no part of the ‘‘raging, 
tearing propaganda’”’ of which the C@ in- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Philip Snow- 
den, had complained. 

“That lie,”’ said Captain Terrell, ‘‘we 
want to nail down.’’ 

The use of the forbidden word ‘‘lie’’ 
brought Captain Terrell into conflict 
with the Speaker, and after a scene he 
had to withdraw it. 

The debate did not reach the level ex- 
— Stanley Baldwin, Conservative 
eader and former Premier, subjected 
the proposals to abolish the duties to 
criticiam, but he made his speech more 
of an appeal than a condemnation. He 
justified the duties as a means of pro- 
viding employment, and remarked that 
as regarded the finding of work the 
Labor Government's performances had 
been ds slow as the gestation of the 
elephant. 

He alleged that under free trade here 
overproduction in the United States 
would inevitably be followed by the 
dumping of motor cars on the British 
market. Mass production by the British 
car makers under free trade in a pro- 
= world was an impossibility, he 
said. 

As a concluding argument he declared 


that the preferences given to the 
Dominions under the McKenna duties 
had led American manufacturers to es- 


tablish branch plants in Canada for the 
English trade. 


Snowden Sarcastic in Reply. 


The reply of Mr. Snowden, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, was in a more acrid 
and ironical key. He twitted Mr. Bald- 
win on the mildness of his attack, and 
waxed somewhat sarcastic over the 


‘new-found interest of the Unionists in 
unemploynient.” 

Mr. Snowden referred with scorn to 
alleged intimidation of workmen’ by 
their: employers to coerce them into op- 
posing the removal of the duties. He 
attacked statistics put forth by the Enpg- 
lish car manufacturers and said English 
cars would hold their own because they 
were suited to English conditions, and 
the American car would not. 


_. General Seely, Liberal, urged that the 


duties should be extended for another 
two years, and Mr. Purcell, Labor, op- 
posed their removal, 

Austen Chamberlain, in a_ spirited 
speech, said the one bright spot in the 
engineering industry had been the motor 
trade. If the Government must make 
this change to satisfy their theories or 
their spite, let them at least wait until 
the victim of their spleen was a little 
stronger and had some chance of pick- 
ing up elsewhere suitable employment in 
his own trade, in place of the oe. 
ment of which they were deliberately 
robbing him. : 

W. Graham, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, said that though the Conserv- 
atives, while dropping their policy of 
general tariff, had tried to make out a 
special case for the McKenna dutiés, 
these formed a high and severe protec- 
tive tariff of 3344 per cent. The Gov- 
ernment were satisfied that their re- 
moval could cause nothing more than a 
temporary dislocation. 

The House then divided, and amid 
Labor and Liberal cheering Mr. Bald- 
win’s amendment was voted down. 





Vote Mainly on Party Lines. 


LONDON, May 13 (Associated Press). 
—The Labor Government again came 
out victorious in the House of.Commons 
tonight, when the Conservative motion, 


moved by former Premier Stanley Bald- 
win, for retention of the McKenna du- 
ties, which Premier MacDonald had 
characterized as a motion of censure, 
was rejected by a vote of 317 to 252. 

The debate on the motién was almost 
exclusively devoted to the automobile 
industry and the effect the removal of 
the duties would have on unemployment 
in that field. On the whole, the pro- 
ceedings were devoid of excitement and 
reat stretches of benches were empty 
or several hours. 

In the end the vote was taken on 
party lines, the Conservatives solidly 
supporting the duties and the Liberals 
linking forces with Labor to abolish 
them. There were 252 votes against the 
Government measure, just five fewer 
than the number of Conservatives in the 
House. 

Only nine Liberals voted with the 
Conservatives, and not a single Labor- 
ite voted against the Government. Al- 
bert Purcell, Laborite from Coventry, 
the centre of Great Britain's automo- 
bile industry, who had made speeches 
against the repeal of the duties as the 
self-styled spokesman for the workers 


of his constituency, abstained from 
voting. 
Mr. Baldwin, launchin an attack 


upon the proposal of Philip Snowden, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, said the 
repeal of the McKenna duties was one 
of the most stupid things ever attempted 
{n this country, He compared ft to shov- 
ing a swimmer back into the water 
after, by a hard struggle to save him- 
self from drowning, he had just suc- 
ceeded in getting his feet on the bank. 
He was certain it was going to aggra- 
vate unemployment, put more men on 
ap dole and encourage American dump- 
ng. 

Chancellor Snowden described Mr. 
Baldwin's picture of unemployment 
ironically as touching every one’s heart. 
He then went on to show that there 
were not so many workers in t auto- 
mobile industry as recent exaggerated 
accounts would have people believe— 
some of these estimates fixing the num- 
ber as a million mén in the British 
motor industry, which last year pro- 
duced only 62,000 cars. The largest 
lant in the country, according to Mr. 


nowden, had a payroll of only 4,952 
employes.

Potomac Sweeps Out Bridges 


and Camps and Invades 
Washington Buildings. 


HARPER'S FERRY IS FLOODED 





Six Feet of Water Reported in Main 
Streets, With Mayor Inspect- 
Ing by Boat.

WASHINGTON, May 13.~The Potomac 
and Shenandoah Rivers are again on the 
rampage, in the worst flood recorded 
since 1889, and their combined waters, 
united at Harper’s Ferry, are swirling 
past Washington and Georgetown, fill- 
ling the lower floors of waterfront build- 
ings and pouritig through practically 
every Summer camp along the Pall- 
sades of the Potomac from Great Falls 
to the Capital. 

The flood reached its crest at Wash- 
ington at 3:10 o’clock this afternoon, at 
the: period of high tide. R. E. Spencer 
of the Flood Division of the Weather 


Bureau, reported that the river had risen 
at that time to 10.5 feet above normal 
here. Higher up the river the rise was 
as much as twenty-five feet, but by the 
time the waters came to the broader 
reaches of the Potomac Valley their 
force had diminished considerably. The 
Weather Bureau advised that the river 
would remain high until late tonight, 


when the flood would begin to subside. 
The flood is the result of nearly three 
days of heavy rains in the vast water- 
shed of the Potomac and Shenandoah 
and their tributaries, and reports reach- 
ing ‘Washington this afternoon from 
Harper’s Ferry, Cumberland and other 
points in Maryland and Virginia stated 
that scores were homeless, and that the 
havoc wrought in the upper valley re- 
gions would cause millions of dollars’ 
loss, ten bridges having been washed 
away and vehicular and rail traffic in- 


terrupted, 

In 1895 the river rose to 9.9 feet, and 
it reached the 9.9-foot level again In 
1902. The flood stage here is 8 feet. 

For a time today the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal threatened to overflow its 
banks. Passengers reaching Washing- 
ton stated that the main street of Har- 
per’s Ferry was under water. They 
saw the Mayor riding around in a row- 
boat viewing conditions in the city. 
Business was completely abandoned. 
Trains were stopped and the waters of 
the river were 27 feet above normal. 
The Post Office and main hotel were 
standing in 6 feet of water, 

Reports from Cumberland were that 
the entire west end of the town was 
inundated and first floors of homes had 
to be abandoned. Rail traffic was 
halted on the B. & O. and water was 
over the tracks at many points. In _ the 
Shenandoah Valley railroad bridges 
were weighted down with freight cars 
to hold them in place. Water came 
within a foot of the Castleman Ferry 
Bridge over the Shenandoah, thirty-five 
feet above low water. The Norfolk & 
Western and the southern railways had 
to suspend operations on their Shenan- 
doah divisions. 


Many Campers Lose Effects. 


Great crowds. assembled along the 
Potomac River front today to view the 
spectacle of the flood waters sweeping 
past the city, with their mass or débris, 


tree trunks, barrels, timber and drift- 
wood: The Potomac Park Speedway, 
the Key Memorial and chain bridges 
were lined with spectators afoot or in 
cars. 

When the river began to rise with 
precipitate suddeness last night boat- 
men hurried from point to point to warn 
campers that before morning their_tents 
and bungalows would be inundated. 
There were scenes of confusion as the 
campers worked by lantern light trying 
to save all they could. Daybreak saw 
the river banks above high-water mark, 
strewn with canoes, clothing, furniture 
and other salvaged effects. From Key 
Bridge to Sycamore Island only an oc- 
casional Summer camp, established well 
above the high-water mark, was free 
from inundation. 

At points the water overflowed the 
sea-wall along the Potomac Speedway. 
Fear that nearly fifty acres of the ex- 
perimental farm of the Department of 
Agriculture on the Virginia side of the 
river, near Arlington Cemetery, would 
be submerged, led officials of that de- 
partment to put more than 150 men to 
work piling sod on the river banks, at 


|| the outlet of Little River. 


Great Falls, on the Potomac, was 


more picturesque today than it has been 


||for many years, with the waters jump- 


ing over the rocks in vengeful mood, 
Many visitors

CHURCHDIVORCEBAN 


Genéral Conference Reaffirms 
Restriction of Marriage of 
Divorced Persons. 


PINCHOT TALK WITHDRAWN 


Equity Association Asks Répeal of 
Methodist Rule Excluding Actors 
From Membership.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 13.—No 
mattér what are the laws of the State 
in which he lives, no Methodist preacher 
who is divorced can také unto himself

= report quoted Paragraph 88 of the 
Book of Discipline of the Methodist 
Church, which says: 

“No divorce, except for adultery, shall 
be regarded by the Church as lawful; 
and no minister shall solemnize mar- 
riage in any case where there is a Ui- 
vorced wife or husband; but this rule 
shall not be applied to the innocent party 
to a divorce for the cause of adultery, 
nor to divorced parties seeking to be}; 
reunitéd in marriage."’ 

“Tt is plain that the law of the Church 
Goes not recognize the validity of a di- 
voreé on any other ground than that of 
adultery,’’ declared the report. di- 
vorce granted upon other grounds is un- | 
lawful and invalid under the law of the | 
Church. If, therefore, a man who has, 











been divorced on other grounds marries re 


another woman while the wife under a| 
former marriage is still living, the sec- 
ond marriage so contracted is, under the 
law of the Church, unlawful. 

“Any minister of our Chureh, or any 
member of our Church who marries 
under the conditions named, is liable to 
be brought to trial in the usual manner 
and may be expelled from the ministry, 
if hé be a minister, and from the Church 
if he be not a minister but is a member 
of thé Church. So far as the law of the 
Church is concerned it is immaterial 
that a marriage so contracted is valid 
under the law of the State in which the 
marriage ceremony was performed. 

‘“‘The reason applies with equal force 
to the marriage of a man who may him- 
self be free to marry but who mafries 
@ woman who, under the law of the 
Church, is not free to mafry because 
she was not divorced on the grounds 
of adultery. 

“We also are of the opinion that the 
language of paragraph 68, stating that 
‘no G@ivorce except.for adultery shall be 
regarded as lawful,’ refers to the 
ground upon which the divorce was 
granted by the civil court, and that the 
case cannot be thereafter taken out of 
the operation of the law of the Church 
upon the claim that the divorce might 
have been obtained upon the ground of 
adultery. That is a claim which can 
be easily advanced in any case, and the 
truth of which the Church has no suffi- 
cient means of determining. 

‘“‘Paragraph 68 has been placed in the 
distipline under ‘Special Advices,’ but 
the Bishops have ruled that it is not 
merely an advice but a law, and that 
ruling was confirmed by the General 
Conference of 1908, upon the recommen- 
dation of the Committee on the Judi- 
ciliary. To that construction of the par- 
agraph we adhere and reassent, having 
no doubt whatsoever concerning it.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. Orien W. Fifer of thé 
Indiana Conference was one of those 
who admitted he had married couples 
wheh the divorce was not for adultery. 

“I refer to States where divorce can 
be secured on various grounds,” said

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 13 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—Repeal of the Methodist 
ban of theatre attendance and of the 
exclusion of actors from church mem- 
bership is requested of the Methodist 
Bpiscopal General Conference by the 
Actors’ Equity Association in a letter 
reer here today, which reads as fol- 
OWws: 

‘‘The actors of the country are deeply 
interested in your present meeting and 
are anxious to Jearn whether in your 
wisdom you willl not remeve, of recom- 
mend the removal of, the present slur 
which attaches to their profession 
through the inclusion in your Church’s 
Book of Discipline of a tenet forbidding 
attendance at theatres under penalty of 
expulsion. 

“Permit us to point out that this law 
is more honored in the breach than in 
the Observance, since thousands of good, 
honest Methodists visit the motion pic- 
ture theatres as well as those where 
epoken drama is presented. 

“In our correspondence on this sub- 
ject with Bishop Berry in 1920, during 
the Atlantic City conferefice, he stated 
that an actor could, not belong to the 
Methodist Church. Teéhnically fais nmiay 
be 80, and yet many members of the 
Actors’ Equity Association hold the 
Methodist Church in great reverence and 
make it their sole place of worship.’’

VICTIM WRIGGLES LOOSE 





Yells for Police, and Robbers Run 
Off—Silver Fox Furs Aban- 
doned in Taxicab. 





Two robbers entered a fur store on 
West Fifty-ninth Street early yesterday 
and stole about $4,000 of fur pieces, 
which they took across the street and 
left in a taxicab, their nerve giving out 
a@t the crucial moment. 

The pair entered the small fur store of 
Adolph Drillman, 27 West Fifty-ninth 
Street, right next door to the Plaza 
Hotel. There is a subway stairway next 
the door of the store, and many people 
were passing at the time, but the store 
Was empty except for Michael Ost, a 
clerk, 50 years old, who was straighten- 
ing up the place. As the men entered 
Drillman came from the back room. 

“Don’t throw up your hands and ‘don’t 
make any noise,’’ the: bandits. ordered, 
flourishing revolvers. Then they tied 
Drillman and Ost together and backed 
them into an inner room, gagging them. 


Then they picked up fur pieces and 
rammed them into a suitcase. They 
chose principally silver fox furs because 
of their value. They had the suitcase 
full and were leaving as Drillman wrig- 
gled loose from his bonds. Across the 
street, on the Central Park side of 
Fifty-ninth Street, a taxicab was stand- 
ing with its engine running. The rob- 
bers made toward this vehicle. 

Drillman ran out on the sidewalk just 
behind them and began to shout for the 
police. The robbers ran as a crowd be- 
gan to gather, and they disappeared in 
the direction of Sixth Avenue. When 





Drillman reached the taxicab, with ‘a 
small army behind him, the suftcase full 
of furs and the revolvers, both unloaded, 
were on the floor of the cab. 

Detectives: Maskiell; Brady and Cole- 
man found from the license number of 
the cab that it belonged ‘to Andrew Ped- 
sedo of 1,328 Forty-third Street, Brook- 
lyn. The police had no report that the 
vehicle had been stolen and will inves- 
tigate further. .

RABINER IN CAFES 
INSTEAD OF IN JAIL

Rabiner should be reindicted ‘‘so that he 
Will not escape punishment.’”’ 

Dr. Spitzer testified that he had known 
Rabiner for several years, having traded 
with him. His wife also said that she 
knéw Rabiner, as the Spitzers and the 
Rabiners had lived in the same house on 
West End Avenue for several years. 
Mrs. Spitzer told Commissioner Hirsh- 
field that she and Mrs. Shack had seen 
Rabiner in Pomerantz’s restaurant on 
Broadway near Ninety-fourth Street 


about 2 o’clock on the afternoon of 
Feb. 7 

*“‘Who was with him?’’ Commissioner 
Hirshfield asked. 

“Mrs. Shack and I were having lunch 
when Rabiner walked in with two gen- 


tlemen and a lady,’’ Mrs. Spitzer replied. | 


“‘Who was the lady?’’ 
‘“‘We went up to Mr. Pomerantz and 


he said, ‘That’s Mr. Rabiner and that’s | 


his wife.’ ’’ 

“Did you see him again?” 

“About two weeks later we were all 
sitting in Childs’s, at Broadway and 
Ninety-fifth- Street, about 12 o'clock at 
night, when Rabiner came in with his 
wife and another couple. We were all 
excited because we had lost so much 
money to him, and we thought he was 
in jail.’’ 

Calis Convict Nervy. 

Mrs. Shack then testified. She said 
that she knew Rabiner and Mrs. Rab- 
iner by ‘sight, as they had lived at the 
Hotel Monterey several years ago, when 
she lived there. Mrs. Shack testified 
that she was with Mrs. Spitzer both 
times Rabiner was seen. At Pomerantz’s 
restaurant, she said, Jack Pomerantz, 
gon of the proprietor, told her Rabiner 
and his wife were present. 

“YT told him that I thought Rabiner 
was in jail and he only laughed,”’ said 
Mrs. Shack. The witness added that the 
couple with the Rabiners at Childs’s two 
weeks later were Mr. and Mrs. Spiegel, 
who live at the Hotel Monterey. 

Dr. Spitzer testified that he was with 
Mrs. Spitzer and Mrs. Shack when they 
saw Rabiner two weeks later at Childs’s. 


“Did you recognize Rabiner?’’ asked 
Mr. Hirshfield. 

“Of course,’’ replied Dr. Spitzer. ‘‘He 
had the nerve to bow to me going out.’”’ 

“Isn't it common talk that Rabiner 
mever served any time in the peniten- 
tiary?’’ Commissioner Hirshfield went 
on. 

“Yes. I’ve heard that he was seen a 
number of times on Broadway. The 
Pomerantzes can tell you how many 
times he had dinner there. I understand 
he was a party of twenty there one 
night, saying that he had too much 
a influence ever to spend a day in 

Dr. Spitzer said he communicated with 
his lawyers, Katz & Levy of 38 Park 
Row, and that they wrote to him: 

“‘Our Mr. Meyer called to see the As- 
istant District Attorney and Judge Mc- 

tyre’s secretary, but could get no 

efinite information as to any order havy- 
ng been issued granting him (Rabiner) 
any stay from the sentence imposed 
upon him.” 

On his lawyer’s advice, Dr. Spitzer 
went on, he wrote to Judge McIntyre 
telling him that Rabiner was at liberty 
on Feb. 7. 

“The next morning,” Dr. Spitzer con- 
tinued, “Judge McIntyre’s secretary 
telephoned that there was an excuse for 
Rabiner’s being on Broadway, as he had 
received permission from the court to 
be on parole for several days to settle 
up his business under the custodianship 
gt a Deputy Sheriff. I protested that 

e had had thirty days’ delay to con- 
duct his business before he was 
sentenced. He asked me to notify the 
Judge if I saw him at liberty again.” 


Rabiner Not in Custody. 


“Was Rabiner, accompanied by any 
officers when you saw him at Childs 
two weeks later?” Mr. Hirshfield asked. 

“He was unaccompanied, except by 
his wife and the Spiegels,” said the 
physician. “Why should he be at liberty 
at 12 o'clock at-night to conduct his 
business, anyway?” 

Dr. Spitzer said that he had had the 
Same experience as witnesses who testi- 
fied on Monday in failing to get any 
satisfaction when they took their com- 
plaints against Rabiner to the District 
Attorney's office. He said that after 
Rabiner’s bankruptcy, and before his 
oonviction, he (the doctor) sent his 
lawyer to the District Attorney's office, 
but was told that the prosecutor had 
all the evidence against Rabiner he 
wanted. 

The physician testified that his. loss 
when Rabiner went, into bankruptcy 
consisted of $5,000 in cash and 100 
shares of Pierce Arrow stock, which had 
cost him $7,750 and which he had put 
up as collateral for a trading account. 
He said that Rabiner bought and sold 
etocks and charged up losses to his 
ccount without his authorization and 
& Some cases.in defiance of his instruc- 
tion not to trade. On one occasion, he 
testified, Rabiner charged him $1.05 a 
share for Bradley oil stock, which was 
selilng in the open market for 35 to 50 
cents a share. William S. Silkworth, 
former President of the Consolidated 
Stock Exchange, of which Rabiner was 
a member, finally forced Rabiner to 
give him a check for the full arnount of 
the 1,000 shares at $1.05 a share, Dr, 
Spitzer testified. After buying and sell- 
ing, several thousand shares for his 
accounts without orders, Dr. Spitzer 
eéaid, Rabiner demanded $3,000 more

Cruger on Stand. 


Commissioner Hirshfield questioned 
Bertram de N.-Cruger, Chairman of the 


Parole Commission, about his procedure 
in interviewing prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary. He said that the penitentiary 
was always notified, sometimes twelve 
or twenty-four hours in advance, when 
he was to pay a visit. ; 

“There was always warning before I 
went,”’ he added. 

“So if Rabiner was not in the peni- 
tentiary,’’ said Commissioner Hirshfield, 
“it would be possible, with the con- 
nivance of those in charge of the peni- 
tentiary, to get him there when you 
came?” 

“I suppose it would be possible,’’ Mr. 
Cruger agreed. 

Mrs. Hattie S. Jacobs of 600 West 
157th Street, another victim of Rabiner, 
testified that she had iost stocks and 
bonds valued at $47,192, which she had 
deposited with Rabiner as collateral. 
Her attorney, Louis L. Kahn, told Com- 
missioner Hirshfield that after the 
bankruptcy it was found that the record 
of Mrs. Jacobs’s account haa been torn 
out of Rabiner’s books. 

Mrs. Jacobs told of anvuther transac- 
tion with Rabiner when she deposited 
192 shares of Texas Oil, valued then at 
about $10,000, as security for a loan of 
$5,800. She said that he nad refused to 


|}advance her this money from her 


trading account. Afterw4drd, she stated, 
she offered to pay him back the $5,800, 
and asked him to return the 192 shares 
of stock, but he put her off. Following 
the bankruptcy, she said, she obtained 
photostatie copies of the Texas Oil stock 
certificates, showing that Rabiner had 
sold them in October, 1320, a month 
after she deposited them with kim. 


Calis It Larceny. 


“Why don’t you call the attention of 
District Attorney Banton to this case?’’ 


Mrs. Hirshfield asked. ‘“‘It’s a clear 
case of larceny.”’ 

Mrs. Jacobs said that she was willing 
to prosecute Rabiner if the District 
Attorney would take up the case. 

Kahn, Mrs. Jacob’s attorney, then told 
how negotiations to induce Rabiner to 
return the difference between the $5,800 
loan and the $10,000.security had re- 
sulted in several months’ delay before 
Judge McIntyre sentenced the broker. 

‘“‘When Rabiner first came up for sen- 
tence,’’ said Kahn, ‘‘he promised Mrs. 
Jacobs to make restitution. I got in 
touch with Judge McIntyre and asked 
him to extend the time of sentence 
until Jan. 25, 1924. In the meantime 
Rabiner asked Mrs. Jacobs not to ap- 
pear in court on the day of sentence.” 

The lawyer sald that Rabiner offered 
to pay Mrs. Jacobs $400 a month ch 
notes, but the offer was refused be- 
ee — sawee, Wosee not endorse 

e notes, although the lawye - 
pected she had funds. ps Piieis.- 

Mrs. Jacobs said that she went to 
court the day that Rabiner was sen- 
tenced. 

“Judge McIntyre came over to me,” 
she added, “and said that he was sorry 
he couldn’t do anything more for me,

Not Approached, Says Cruger.

Commissioner Hirshfield said that he 
had received a letter from Samuel Mey- 
ers, one of Rabiner’s lawyers, refusing 
to be a witness and said loss of his 
power of subpoena hampered him. 

The Commissioner told Mr. Cruger 
that he thought Parole Officer Cohen 
was guilty of “gross negligence’ in 
failing to report Rabiner’s whole record 
to the Parole Commission and said he 
also intended to “find out about’’ Mrs. 
Meyer, Judge McIntyre'’s parole officer. 

Commissioner Hirshfield gave Mr. Cru- 
ger permission to sail for Paris today 
to attend his sister’s wedding. He prom- 
ised to return in two or three weeks. 


McIntyre Ex plains. 


Judge McIntyre, after the hearing, 
said: ‘‘Mrs. Jacobs was chiefly con- 
cerned with getting adjournments of the 
sentence so that Rabiner could make 
restitution to her. 

“She was most insistent that I give 
him ample time to pay her back,”’ the 
Judge addea, “Later her attorney ap- 
peared in open court, and in her behalf 
pleaded that Rabiner be given a sus- 
pended sentence. After I had sentenced 
Rabiner I told Mrs. Jacobs that I could 
not do any more than that for her. 
She thanked me for the adjournments I 
had granted.”’ 

Jerome Craig, secretary to Judge Mc- 
Intyre, denied that he had telephoned to 
a Spitzer, as the physician had testi- 

ed. 

Mrs. Gussie Meyers, Judge McIntyre’s 
robation officer, said that there had 
en a question as to whether Rabiner 

actually owed Mrs, Jacobs anything. 

She said that Rabiner had contended 

that Mrs. Jacobs owed him $5,000. 

District Attorney Banton said: 

“It is true that additional complaints 
against Rabiner re made to this of- 
fice, but they weré made after Rabiner 
had pleaded guilty and had been sent 
to the penitentiary. I thought his stay 
in the penitentiary would be of about 
two _— duration, and I sent these 
complainants to the Parole Board so 
that if application was. made for his re- 
lease the Parole Commissioners could 
eeeane all the facts before releasing 

m. 

‘‘However, I am willing to have the 
Grand Jury take up these complaints 
now. As a matter of fact, since publi- 
eation of the fact of Rabiner's release 
from the peniteatiary another complaint, 
made by a woman, has been received 
by me. ’ 

“‘I asked her to return_to the District 
Attorney's office some time during the 
week beginning May 26, when Assistant 
District Attorney Albert Blogg Unger, 
who is in charge of Wall Street broker- 
age investigations, will be at liberty to 
investigate her charge.”’ ,

FRIEND’S STAND A MYSTERY 





Can't Understand Defense of Law 
That “Contradicts Every Prin- 
clple of Liberalism.” 


President Nicholas Murray Butler of 
Columbia University yesterday replied 
to Dr Charles W. Biiot, President 
Emeritus of Harvard, whose letter com- 
menting en Dr. Butler's attitude was 

* given out by the Committee of One 
Thousand on Law Enforcement. Dr. 
Butler prefaced his remarks with the 
statement that Dr, Bilot's views on any 
public question were entitled to the 
greatest respect, for ‘Mr, Eliot is one of 
the very few really great Americans of 


hig time.’’ 

‘It has always been a mystery to me,” 
said Dr. Butler, “how so outstanding « 
liberal as Mr. EBlfot could defend pro- 
hibition, which contradicts every prin- 
ciple and {deal of liberalism. In his 
published, gtatement Mr, Blot touches 
my argument before the Missouri Soci- 
ety at but one point and that is when 
he holds that prohibitory legislation is 
being better and better enforced and 
that its complete enforcement will 
shortly follow. This is Mr. Eliot's opin: 
fon, but it is flatly contradicted by all 
the evidence. It is contradicted by the 
experjence and the testimony of mem- 
bers “of the prohibition enforcement 
bureaus, by the records of the police 
courts, by the columns of the news- 
papers, urban, suburban and rural, 
every day and every week.

ef the conviction of a man who has 
been a2 member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives for years, on the charge of 
eonspiracy to «transport and sell whis- 
ky illegaily. An examination of other 
newspapers will show that frequently 
there are as many as eight or ten items 
in each that record or refer to viola- 
tions of the national prohfbition law. 

"In addition to my own personal 
knowledge based on observation, 1!

This morning, for example; thete 
are striking letters of this character 
from South Carolina, from North Da- 
kota, from Kansas, and from Colorado. 


Doesn’t Expect Wet Plank. 


‘Most of what Mr, Bliot says has to 
de with the evils which follow from the 
wse of alcohol. This is an argument 
to be addressed to the individual will, 
and has no relation whatever ta the 
question as to the impropriety, on 
grounds of constitutional government 


and public morals, of the policy of na- 
tional prohibition b constitutional 
amendment. Mr. Eliot prophesies that 
neither the Republican nor the Deme- 
cratic par.y will venture to put a wet 
plank in its platform, Of course not! 
Any one would be mad to make such @ 
proposal. 

“The queation which I am now debat- 
ing has nothing whatever to do with 
wets and drys, so called. It is on a 
plane far higher and far more important 
than that. I am pointing out, without 
successful contradiction, that the policy 
called dry has resulted in making the 
nation wetter than it had been in years, 
as well as in demoralising our public 
and our private life. 

~ Once more I repeat, ‘The true end is 
the effective control of the liquor traf- 
fic, the total abolition of the saloon, 
secret as well as open; the promotion 
of temperance and good morals and the 
removal of the chief incentive to that 
nation-wide lawlessness which now 
threatens the foundations of our entire 
political and social order.’ With these 
grave matters Mr. Eliot's statement does 
not deal.’’ 

How Scrantonites Look on Law. 

Dr. Butler called attention to a letter 
written him by the editor of The Scran- 
ton (Pa.) Times, giving the results of a 
canvass made bya newspaper in Scran- 
ton and vicinity. Of those questioned 
480 agreed with his statement that the 
enforcement of prohibition had been a 
failure and 220 disagreed. In ansewer 
to the question, ‘‘Do you believe the 
greatest violators of the liquor laws are 
the ones paid to enforce it?’’ 433 voted 
"Yes" and 231 ‘‘No.’"’ In answer to the 
question, ‘‘Do you believe there has been 
a greater evil worked by the illicit man- 
ufacture and unlawful sale of spirit 
concoctions than existed under the leé- 
galised sale of alcoholic beverages ?"’ 461 

voted ‘Yes’’ and 233 ‘“‘No. Even 
among the clergymen whose views were 
asked, 66 voted to support Dr. Butler's 
opinion that prohibition is a failure, 
while only 86 voted in the negative, The 
teachers who voted on this question cast 

183 votes ‘'Yea"' and 00 No,”

NEW MOTORBOAT ANCHORED 





Sales 
Were Awalting Him at Bald- 
win Summer Home. 





LONG -BEACH, L. I., May 13.—While 
his wife and child waited up all night 
at their Summer home of Ira A. 
Worthington, sales manager of the Arm- 
strong Rubber Company of New York 
City, was washed ashore here shortly 
after daybreak. Near by lay Worthing- 
ton’s rowboat, bottomside up. His new 
forty-foot motor boat was moored 500 
feet out. The police believed he had 
perished in yesterday’s storm. 

Worthington, who was 40 years old 
and lived at 366 Bast Twenty-eighth 
Street, Brooklyn, sent his family ahead 
yesterday, and started with the new 
boat, purchased only Sunday, from a 
Brooklyn boathouse. Caught in yester- 
day’s gale, he apparently dropped anchor 
and attempted to come ashore in the 
tender. Heavy seas running at the time 
must have swamped the boat and upset 
it. Worthington, clad in army riding 
breeches and puttees, was unable to 
swim ashore through the breakers. 

Worthington’s wife and their five-year- 
eld daughter, Lucille, had come on by 
train and waited through the hight at 
the Summer home, on Millburn Avenue, 
in Baldwin. This morning Mrs. Worth- 
ington notified the police he was miss- 
ing. The search here had proceeded but 


fifteen minutes when the body was dis- 
covered at the fodt of Roosevelt Boule- 


vard. 

After identifying the body Mrs. 
Worthington told the police that her 
husband had bought the boat in Pough- 
keepsie on Sunday and brought it back, 
with the assistance of a friend. He left 
it in Brooklyn for the night, and yes- 
terday morning, after taking her and 
Lucille to the train, had set out alone in 
the ‘boat. 

Mrs. A. Worthington, the sales man- 
ager’s mother, was notified in Brook- 
lyn and joined her daughter-in-law this 
afternoon. The fuenral will be held in 
Brooklyn tomorrow. 


CALLS TROOPS IN SENATE. 


Rhode Island Lieutenant Governor 
Seeks Militia Aid in Keeping Order. 


PROVIDENCE, R. IL. May. 13.—Lieut. 
Gov. Felix Toupin requested Governor 
William S. Flynn today to assign the 
State militia to preserve order in’ the 
Senate Chamber, following refusal of 
Sheriff Butteffield to eject Senator Ar- 
thur A. Sherman of Porasmouth when 
the latter refused to leave the Chamber 
on order of the Lieutenant Governor, 
who is presiding officer of the Senate. 

The situation resulted from a debate 
over the validity of records of a ‘‘rump”’ 
session conducted by fifteen Democratic 
Senators Friday night, during which the 
Lavender forty-eight hour bill was 
passed and subsequently signed by the 
Governor, after Senator Sherman, as a 
majority leader, had already assumed 
charge of the Senate when the Lieu- 
tenant Governor declared it at east on 
a technicality and the Republican ma- 
jority had voted for adjournment. 

A huge crowd was present today for 
expected ‘“‘fireworks,’’ cheering and jeer- 
ing the legislators. The crisis was 
reached when Senator Sherman refused 
to answer questions put to him by Lieut. 
Gov. Toupin and refused to leave the 
Senate, although the presiding officer 
ealled for ‘‘two able-bodied men’’ to 
eject the Portsmouth man. 

The only matter voted on during to- 
day’s session was a motion for adjourn- 
ment, which was carried, after a four 
hours’ filibuster against approval of the 
official records of Friday’s session pre- 
ceding the ‘‘rump”’ session. 

Difring today’s session the Lieutenant 
Governor again challenged the Supreme 
Court, declaring that ‘‘the Senate is just 
as much as the Supreme Court, and 
what the Supreme Court thinks that the 
Senate has done does not amount to 
anything.”’ 


FIVE ADMIT BOOKMAKING. 


Jamaica Race Track Men Let Off 
With Suspended Sentences. 


Five men pleaded guilty to a charge of 
bookmaking at the Jamaica Race Track, 
fin Court of Special Sessions, Jamaica, 
yesterday. They got suspended sen- 
fences of ten days in the workhouse.

HE RECOMMENDS POLICIES 


Re-elected for Third Time—Super- 
intendent O’Shea Promises 

i Cooperation.

The Board of Wducation yesterday 
unanimously re-elected George J. Ryan 
President of the board and M. Samuel 
Stern Vice President for terms Of one 
year each. This will be Mr. Ryan's 
third term as chief executive of the 
board. 

In ‘an inaugural address Mr. Ryan 
gaid that the building program called 
for 210 new buildings at a cost of $150,- 
277,514, providing seats for 269,967 chil- 
dren. 

Dr. William J. ®’Shea, who attended 
the meeting of the board yesterday for 
the first time as Superintendent of 
Schools, also made an inaugural ad- 
dress, promising cooperation with the 
board, adding: 

“I believe that I am not only giving 
assurance of my honest intention prop- 
erly to fulfill the duties of my high of- 
fice but also to act in accordance with 
the principles of good citizenship and 
sound government.’’ 

It was for alleged lack of cooperation 
with the board that Mr. Ryan attacked 
Dr. William L. Ettinger when he was 
mominated for re-election as Superin- 
tendent of Schools on last April 23. 

“Up to May 1, 1924," Mr. Ryan said 
in his prepared. inaugural address, 
“forty-two new elementary schools and 
nineteen additions costing $34,331,698 
and seating 78,733 children were opened. 
One new high school and four addittons 
costing $4,038,232 and seating 4,782 
pupils were occupied. Thirty-seven tem- 
porary structures costing $702,154 and ac- 
commodating 7,168 students are in use. 
Thus 90,683 seats have been furnished. 

“We have under construction forty- 
nine new elementary schools, thirteen 
additions and one temporary building, 
seven new high schools and two addi- 
tions, and one addition to the New York 
Parental School,.a total of seventy-three 
units. These will cost $80,849,4 and 
will accommodate 133,022 pupils. Plans 
are being drafted for fifteen néw ele- 
mentary. schools, thirteen additions and 
three new high schools and three addi- 
tions, which will cost $30,356,000 and 
will seat 46,262 students. Our buildin 
program to date thus provides for 21 
néw buildings at a cost of $150,277,514, 
providing seats for 269,967 children.’’ 

Among the policies recommended by 
Mr. Ryan were these: 

“The training of exceptional children 
Should be enhanced to fit them for 
civic service and industrial and social 
efficiency. 

“Our apprenticeship classes so_skill- 
fully developed by our Advisory Board 
of Industrial Education can be still fur- 
ther fostered in cooperation with em- 
ployers and trades unions. 

“Proper provision must be made for 
the leistre of our school children. The 
playgrounds which are so generously 
provided for each school ‘nust be put to 
work to eradicate juvenile delinquency, 
to reduce street casualties and to de- | 
velop the play instincts of our pupils. | 

“Our evening high schools should be | 
constantly kept to the level of scholar- | 
ship of the day high schools so that | 
working boys and girls may have the} 
game educational prospects as their | 
more fortunate brothers and sisters.’’” | 


DEFENDS COOLIDGE 
AGAINST LABOR SLUR 


Secretary Davis Cheered by Penn- 
syluania Federation as He . 
~ Praises President’s Record. 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., May 18.—James 
J. Davis, Secretary of Labor, today de- 
fended the labor record of President 
Coolidge at the State convention of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“T will place the record of Calvin 
Coolidge against the record of any man 
who has ever held the Presidéncy of the 
United States,”’ Secretary Davis said, 
“or the Governorship of any State, in 
debate’ with any one, anywhere and 
any time.” 

The incident developed after the Sec- 
retary had spoken on immigration prob- 
lems as affecting labor, asserting that 
aliens were being ‘“‘bootlegged” into this 
country by tens of thousands. 

When a resolution expressing a vote 
of thanks was proposed by Thomas O. 
Stuart of Philadelphia shouts came from 
several delegates: 

“Who invited this representative of 
the Coolidge Administration here?” 

President James H. Maurer replied 
that he had invited Mr. Davis, with 
other men prominent in official positions 
affecting the interests of labor. 

The objection to the resolution was 
gmall but vociferous. 

Secretary Davis, however, did not per- 
mit it to pass unchallenged. 

“I suppose,” he said, “the objector has

RAIL CONFERENCE FAILS. 


Wage Dispute Involving 90 Western 
Lines Goes to Labor Board. 


CHICAGO, May 13 (Associated Press). 
Deadlocked since yesterday, a confer- 
ence seeking new wages and working 
rules for approximately 55,000 engineers 
and firemen on ninety Western rail- 
roads was definitely ended without ar- 
riving at an agreement today, and the 
committee of railroad managers ap- 
pealed to the Railroad Labor Board to 
assume jurisdiction of the dispute should 
an interruption of commerce occur. 

W. M. Jeffers, Chairman of the Man- 
agers’ Committee, said the railroads had 
agreed to grant the approximate 5% per 
eent. wage increase as embodied in the 
“New York Central settlement,’’ which 
was the working basis of the confer- 
ence, but the employe representative 
charges these increases were virtually 
nullified by the demand that certain 
working rules also be modified which 
had not been included in the settlement 
of eastern roads. 

Chairman Ben W. Hooper of the Labor 
Board said the matter will be ven 
rrecedence, and, if the situation justi- 
fies, the parties will be cited to appear 
for a hearing.

DENIES PLEA BY CHURCH. 


Court Permits Advertisement. in 
Christian Science Journal. 


BOSTON, May 13.—The motion of the 
Christian Science Directors and _ the 
Trustees of the Christian Science Pub- 
lishing Company, to dismiss the bill of 
Mrs. Katherine Aller of Phoenix, Ariz., 
a practitioner who has long contested 
her right to insert her card in the 
Christian Science Journal, was denied 
yesterday in United States Equity Court 
here by Justice Anderson. 

Judge Anderson, several months ago, 
ruled that a card in the journal is a 
right and not a privilege, and he 
directed Mrs. Aller to renew her appli- 
cation for space. Attorney Walter A. 
informed the 


Court that Mrs. Aller has failed to 
make application on a form conforming 
to the Court’s direction and asked that 
her bill be dismissed. Attorney Edward 
F. McClennen for Mrs. Aller, said that 
she had not signed the application form 
submitted to her because it is a form 
used for practitioners who never had a 
card in the journal before. She has in 
writing asked that her card be ‘‘re- 
newed,” Mr. McClennen said. 

The Court ruled orally that Mrs. Aller 
eign an application with a phrase be- 
ginning “The Mother Church reserves 
he right to reject.’’ ‘The Court said 
that the directions were given without 
prejudice, and merely for the purpese 
of having a clear issue in event of 
appeal. Mrs. Aller has thirty days in 
which to make application.

CAN FORETELL EARTHQUAKE 


Italian Professor Declares His De- 
vice Is Accurate. 


SPEZIA, Italy, May 13.—Harthquakes 
need no longer cause loss of life, ac- 
cording to Professor Caselli, noted seis- 
mlogist, who claims to have constructed 
an apparatus, already patented, whereby 
earthpuakes are announced at least fif- 
teen minutes before they occur. 

The scientist also claims to be able, 
with very slight possibility “of error, to 
locate beforehand the centres of telluric 
phenomena, their intensity and the situ- 
ation of their most intense manifesta- 
tions 

Signor Caselli’s telluric prophecies for 
last March, which were deposited with 
@ notary here some time in advance of 
the expected disturbances, were com- 
pletely and accurately confirmed by sub- 
sequent events. The professor promises 
to reveal his methods in the near future. 

His studies of the recent earthquake 

at Abruzzi, he declares, convinced him 
that telluric phenomena in their electro- 
magnetic manifestations unmistakably 
influence animals before the seismic 
movement begins

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UNVEIL TEN BUSTS 
FOR HALL OF FAME 


Nine Men and One Woman Fur- 
ther Honored at Ceremonies 
at New York University. 








TRUMPETERS LEAD PARADE 


Tributes Paid to Adams, ‘Brooks, 
Clemens, Eads, Cooper, Jefferson, 
Alice Palmer and Others. 





Ten of the immortals in the Hall of 
Fame were further honored yesterday, 
when the busts of nine men and one 
wonian, leaders in statesmanship, in 
science, in-letters, in medicine, in edu- 
cation and in religion, were presented 
and unveiled with impressive ceremonies 
at New York University. Descendants, 
fn several cases, unveiled the busts, and 
men of eminence in the branches in 
which they excelled told why they mer- 
ited places among the immortals. 

The ceremonies were held in a large 
marquee pitched on the lawn outside the 
Hall of Fame, and those who were 
honored were John Adams, President of 
the United States; Bishop Phillips 
Brooks, Samuel L. Clemens, James 
Buchanan Eads, engineer; Peter Cooper, 
also an engineer and founder. of Cooper 
Union; Joseph Henry, Alice Freeman 
Palmer, who at the age of 26 was Presi- 
dent of Wellesley College; Andrew Jack- 
son, soldier and statesman; Thomas Jef- 
ferson, author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and Dr. W. T. G. Morton, 
pioneer in anesthesia. Their busts, 
wrought in bronze, hidden at first from 
view by enfolding American flags, were 
placed in a colonnade of whitened classic 
pillars and were unveiled in turn. Dr. 
Robert Underwood Johnson, poet and 
editor, director of the Hall of Fame, 
presided, and Dr. Elmer Ellsworth 
Brown, Chancellor of the university, 
stood beside him. 

An active participant in the ceremonies 
was Thomas A. Edison, who caused 
some amusement at first by moving 
whenever photographers had him in 
focus, but he would not let them ‘“‘snap”’ 
him until it fell to him to unveil the 
bust of Joseph Henry. Then he stood 
still for a moment and the troubles of 
the photographers were over, 

Procession Opens Ceremonies, 


The ceremonies opened with a proces~- 
sion of the Faculty of the university and 
invited guests, which formed in the 
rotunda of the library, and, led by four 
women trumpeters in classic attire and 


carrying a colorful array of flags, 
passed slowly through the open corridor 
of the Hall of Fame, past the busts 
already there. The audience of nearly 
600 persons rose when the trumpeters 
led the way into the marquee. 

Then one by one the busts were un- 
veiled. First came that of John Adams, 
and another John Adams, the _ great- 
great-grandson of the first, unveiled the 
bust, but not before Dr. Johnson said 
that in the selections to the Hall of 
Fame there was no room for race, 8ex, 
religious or political opinion. 

“The Hall of Fame,” he said, “is not 
a calendar of saints but of human be- 
ings, each of whom presents some fine 
equation of greatness. It is not too 

~ much to say that the names here re- 

corded and those to be added will be for 
all time the pride and inspiration of 
the American people.”’ 

The address on John Adams was by 
William M. Sloane, President of the 
Academy of Arts and Letters. He said 

* Adams had been justly designated as a 
*‘self-made aristocrat,’’ and that he ex- 
hibited ‘‘a towering moral courage in 
successfully defending British soldiers 
charged with murder in the Boston mas- 
gsacre at a time when public opinion 
was dangerously infiamed.” 

The bust of Phillips Brooks was by 
Daniel Chester French and was the gift 
of Trinity Church, Boston, members of 
whose vestry attended. It was unveiled 
by Miss Josephine Brooks, a niece. 


Mark Twain's Daughter There. 


Mrs. Ossip Gabrilowitsch, daughter of | 
Samuel L. Clemens, unveiled the bust | 
of Mark Twain. Miss Agnes Repplicer 
made the address. She said Mark 
Twain had been aptly described as 
America’s great laughing philosopher, 
but that his hatred of sham raised him 
to the status of moralist. 2 

Governor Arthur M. Hyde of Missouri 
and Bainbridge Colby, President of the 
Missouri Society, were in the delegation 
that escorted James Eads Switzer, a 

randson, to unveil the bust of James 

Buchanan Eads, and Dr. George F. 


Swain, Professor of Civil Engineering 
at Harvard University, made the ad- 
dress. 


The bust of Peter Cooper, the work of 
Chester Beach, was presented in behalf 
of graduates of Cooper Union, and was 
unveiled by Miss Edith Cram, a great- 
great-granddaughter. R. Fulton Cutting 
made the address. 

A delegation of Barnard girls escorted 
Professor George H. Palmer of Harvard 
University to unveil the bust of his wife, 
Alice Freeman Palmer. The address Was 
by Dr. James A. Angell, President of 
Yale University. 

Members of the Ladies’ Hermitage As- 
sociation of Nashville, Tenn., unveiled 
the bust of Andrew Jackson, which was 
presented by the association. Albert 
Marble Jackson, a great-grandson, un- 
veiled the memorial, and Norman H. 
Davis, former Acting Secretary of State, 
epoke. 

The bust of Thomas Jefferson was un- 
veiled by Mrs. Francis O. Barton,a great- 
great-granddaughter, and was provided 
through subscriptions raised: by The New 
York World. Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, 
President of the University of Virginia, 
which Jefferson founded, spoke of him 
as the first great philosopher and intelli- 
gent radical in American life. 

The bust of Dr. William T. G. Mor- 
ton, anesthetist, was unveiled by Bow- 
ditch Morton, a grandson. Dr. William 

Keen, a former President of the 
American Surgical Association, made 
the address. 

Thomas A. Edison unveiled the bust 
of Joseph Henry, electrical engineer, 
and Frank B. Jewett, a former Prest- 
dent of the American Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers, made the address. 

The busts will be placed on their ped- 
estals in the Hall of Fame today. 


MAIL BOOTLEGGER GUILTY. 


Philadelphian Now Faces 104 Years 
in Jail and $520,000 Fine. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 13.-—Isaac 
Bulifant, alleged head of a “mail order 


bootlegging scheme’’ that extended to 
half a dozen adjacent States, today 
pleaded guilty in Federal Court to pos- 
sessing and selling liquor and was sen- 
tene to six months in the County 
Prison and $1,000 fine. 

Bulifant is also to be sentenced for the 
illegal possession of liquor and spurious 
revenue stamps. In addition he faces 
twenty-one indictments for conspiracy 
which, if conviction is obtained, would 
make him liable to 104 years’ imprison- 
ment and $520,000 fine. 

Capture of a ‘‘customers’ list” in the 
police raid on Bulifant’s establishment 
resulted in the indictment of several of 
the customers, who pleaded guilty and 
were fined. Bulifant ran his business as 
the “Novelty Glass Company.’’

cargo on long-distance hauls. Provision 
has been made for thirty passengers and 
baggage. 

The United States Navy Bureau. of 
Aeronautics is charged with the develop- 
ment of commercial aircraft under a 
joint army-and navy police board gen- 
eral order. ‘While some of the Lake- 
hurst personnel will be engaged in mili- 
tary duty with the U. S. S. Shenandoah, 
which ts slightly smaller than the ZR-3, 
others »will be training for the commer- 
cial side of the lighter-than-air devel- 
opment with the Zeppelin. 

Aside from passenger, mail or packet 
transportation, Captain Lehmann pre- 
dicted unlimited uses for the ZR-3.

study of topography, the Zeppelin type 
ship, he said, had no rival because of 
its ability to hover over any selected 
area for an extended time. 

The Zeppelin could rush large medical 
stores, food and clothing to isolated re- 
gions stricken by flood, fire or earth- 
quake. The ZR-3 type of ship because 
of its independence of landing fields and 
the ability to ‘‘stand still’’ was claimed 
to be far superior to airplanes for forest 
patrol work and detection of forest fires. 

“The mooring mast greatly reduces 
operating costs,’ Captain Lehmann as- 
serted. “‘Only a small ground crew is 
necessary. The modern airsnip requires 
a large and expensive hangar only as 
the ocean liner requires a drydock.” 

In design and construction the ZR-3 
will be easily manoeuvred. Awkward- 
ness of handling such large  “‘thin- 
skinned” objects, he said, was indirectly 
responsible for the destruction of several 
of the earlier type ships. 

The ZR-3 probably will be put into| 
commercial operation within a year.

“COMMANDMENTS” IN SUIT. 


Motion Picture Concern Alleges an 
Infringement of Title. 


Whether a motion picture concern has 
the actual ownership to a title such 
as “The Ten Commandments” is an 
issue in the action brought yesterday 
by Famous Players-Lasky Corporation 
in the Supreme Court seeking to re- 
strain the Artclass Picture Corporation 
from using the words ‘“‘Moses and the 
Ten Commandments” in advertising a 
Biblical production entitled ‘‘After Six 
Days.’ In its suit the plaintiff insists 
that the featuring of ‘‘Moses’’ and *‘The 
Ten Commandments” in the advertising 
of the rival concern works injury to 
their picture, “The Ten Command- 
ments.’ 

Other defendants named in the papers 
are Louis Weiss, Adolph Weiss, Max 
Weiss, Edward Grossman, the Standard 
Film Attractions, Supreme Photoplay 
Company, Kerman Films, Inc., B. and 
W. Booking Offices, Charles’ La Lu- 
miere and all State right buyers of the 
film, “‘After Six Days. 

It is set forth that’ the Weiss brothers 
in 1922 bought a picture of fifty-three 


reels, produced in Italy, bearing the 
title, ‘‘The Holy Bible in Motion Pic- 
tures.”’ This, through an agreement 
with the National Non-Theatrical Pic- 
tures, Inc., was shown serially in 
schools, one reel each week. Event- 
ually, it is alleged, the Weiss brothers 


cut down their production to dramatic 
length, renaming it ‘After Six Days, 
Featuring Moses and the Ten Com- 
mandments.’’ The National Vigilance 
Committee, it is alleged, has issued a 
warning to the Artclass Picture Corpo- 
ration regarding the advertising of 
their production, alleg that the sec- 
ond part of the title coffuses the public. 
It is further stated by the defendants 
that reference to “‘The Ten Command- 
ments’’ was not made until after the 
presentation of the Famous Players 
Picture.

Says All Want Clean Sport. 


Sometimes a good fight in a family 
cléars the air and brings back the re- 
lations to a normal, healthy condition. 
The turmoil that is shaking the tennis 
world to its foundations should prove 
the safety valve that will reduce pres- 


sure and bring about cordial coopera- 
tion between players and officials. 
One and all are working toward the 
same end, clean amateur sport, and it 
seems to me that the time has come 
to drop petty jealousies and suspicions 
in_ the interest of tennis, 

My cards are on the table, ard al- 
ways have been. If there is any hint 
or desire toward commercialization of 
tennis in my actions I am willing the 
world should know it. I went to the 
Executive Committee meeting with the 
friendliest feelings, was met with 
courtesy and treated with great con- 
sideration. I left convinced that we 
were united in principle, if not in in- 
terpretation. There was no hint given 
me of the report of Mr. Holcombe 
Ward, which must already have been 
read before my arrival. - There was no

the members of these. clubs 
éxpress ‘their views by popular vote, 
and the sectional associations record 
that vote in its exact tabulation, I am 
convinced that we will have the true 
opinion of the tennis world, playing 
and official alike: If that vote up- 
holds the interpretation I shall admit 
my error in disagreeing, and abide by 
that decision. If the interpretation is 
defeated, then I am sure its sponsors 
will welcome the knowledge they weré 
in error and will yield to the majority 
view. The men who sponsored the 
rule wére sincere in their belief that 
they were expressing the views of the 
country, and I know they are big 
enough and broad enough in their out- 
look to desire to know it, if they made 
a mistake.

I cannot see why thé logical solution 
to the question is not in a special 
meeting of the U. 8.

I am sur 
that President George Wightman an 
his body of sincere hard-working ex- 
ecutives will welcome this chance to 
crystallize the sentiment of the’ mem- 
ber clubs, and will call a_ gpectal 
meeting of the U. S. L. T. A. of their 
own volition. Should I be upheld in 
my stand and my services still be 
desired in the Davis Cup this year, 
they are at the service of my coun- 
try, provided the special meeting of 
the U. S. L: T. A. has been held to 
allow the clubs to place the final word 
on the player-writer interpretation.

I venttire to state that 
under a strict interpretation of this 
rule no man who plays tournament 
tennis is An amateur. If he is called 
upon to play a hard match, in which 
he is extended to the limit, he ceases 
to be an amateur, because in that 
match he is gaining neither amuse- 
ment nor physical benefit and the 
object is not mére pastime. Surely 
an association which sends a man 
45,000 miles in a period of eighteen 
months with his sole object to play 
tennis in order to bring home a trophy, 
as they did me in 1920 and 1921, has 
professionalized that man under our 
amateur rule, 


Says Association Is Guilty. 


The fact that the material gain is 
swallowed up by the association and 
not the individual does not make the 
player any less a professional under 
the définition of an amateur. I can- 
not. see how any asosciation, which so 
openly violates officially its own 
definition of an amateur, can suc- 
cessfully support so high an amateur 


ideal for its players. Tennis is cori- 
mercialized by the U. S. L. T. A., 
not by the players. ‘ 

The huge gate receipts of the nq- 
tional championship and Davis Cup 
matches are far more dangerous an 
influence toward professionalism Ahan 
written articles. The time has come 
to re-write our amateur ryle, or the 
U. 8. L. T. A. to hold its n stand- 
ard, must do away with gate receipts 
at its official matches. If the asso- 
clation fears the commercialization of 
tennis reputations, due to champion- 
ship titles, why not consider some 
method of abolishing their value. If 
some pg feted regulation is con- 
sidered necessary why not the - fol- 
lowing: 

“On and after a given date all titles 
of the U. S. L. T. A. either ofifcial 
or championship, may not be used in 
connection with the signature of a 
writer of an article tennis in daily, 
weekly or monthly publications, nor 
in the advertising matter .perta/ ding 
thereto.”’ 

This will stirely relieve any critfcism 
of commercializing titles, yet leave a 
man free to develop any talent in 
writing tennis, which he may possess, 
and still provide the sport literature 
so necessary to the growth of any 
game. 

There can no longer be the straining 
at a gnat and swallowing a camel 
policy of the past. WBither the U. 8S. 
L. T. A. must become as amateur in 
its official policy as it is in its treat- 
ment of its individual players, or it 
must recognize the rights of the indi- 
vidual. The matter is squarely in the 
hands of the individual members of 
the member-clubs, but we urge that 
they express themselves unmistakably 
so that the amateur question is solved 
for all time and the game may adjust 
itself to the new conditions, no matter 
what they aré, and progress without 
the strife and turmoil of the past 
months. 


No Date Is Selected. 


The date of the proposed meeting is 
indefinite, but it was pointed out that 
the necessary machinery for it could not 
be set up before probably July 1. It will 
be ten days or two weeks before a defin- 


ite call by the Executive Committee 
could be issued, it was said, after which 
thirty days’ notice of the meeting date 
must be given. The session probably 
will be held in New York, where, at the 
annual meeting last February, 
organization, by an eight to one vote, 
adopted the player-writer interpretation. 

While acceding to the widespread de- 
mand of opposing forces for a special 
meeting, executives of the association, 
it was believed, remain firm in their 
belief that the association as a whole 
will uphold the player-writer rule, if 
not by as decisive a margin as it was 
adopted originally. 

Opposing forces, on the other hand, 
believe they are rapidly marshalling suf- 
ficient strength to defeat the interpre- 
tation. Their ranks were increased 
yesterday when it was announced the 
New Rochelle (N. Y.) Tennis Club had 


voted unanimously against the interpre- 


tation and requested that it be re- 
scinded at the special meeting. 

Tilden could not be reached yesterday 
to amplify his published statement, but 
his friends said he would make no fur- 
ther comment until a definite call for 
the special meéting is made. At such 
time, they said, he will live up to his 
announced intention and withdraw his 
resignation from the Davis Cup team. 

‘‘Tilden,’’ said one of his close adher- 
ents, ‘‘is delighted with the latest turn 
of events. He is as crazy as a boy to 
be on the Davis Cup team again and 
now seés the way cleared for a solution 
of the whole controversy.”’ 


LOCAL CLUB MEETS TONIGHT. 


West Side Members Will Vote on 
the Player-Writer Rule. 


The special meeting of-the West Side 
Tennis Club to discuss the player- 
writer interpretation of the amateur 
rule and determine the sentiment of the 
club as to whether or not it shall urge 
the calling of a special meeting of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association 


for the purpose of seeking its repeal, 
will be held tonight at Forest Hills.

“LINER FOR ENGLAND 
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National Tennis . Champion 
Holds Last Practice on. 
Forest Hills Court. 





PLAY IMPRESSES CRITICS 





Titlehoider Has Great Power in 
Backhand Strokes and Places 


Shots Accurately. 





On the eve of a journey which may 
make tennis history, Miss Helen Wills, 
the youthful national champion, took 
her final practice on the courts of the 
West Side Club, Forest Hills, yester- 
day, playing three sets against Harry 
Brunie, the club champion. Last night 
Miss Wills boarded the Beerengaria, 
starting a trip during which, in all 
probability, she will face Mile. Suzanne 
Lenglen, the French star, who has 
reigned supreme in women’s tennis for 
the past few years. Miss Wills took 
with her the hopes of the American 
tennis public for a victory over the 
sensational French player, but, win or 
lose, she will still be one of the most 
popular champions when she returns 
that ever held a national title. 

Yeesterday Miss Wills clearly demon- 
stfated that shé has strengthened her 
game during the year. Although she 
confined her play to practicing her 
strokes, she forced Brunie throughout 
the three sets and won the last one by a 
score of 6—4. Brunie took the first 
two at 7—5, 6—4, but he had to use his 
best strokes to accomplish the victory. 


The most notable improvement in Miss 
Wills’s performance was in her volleys, 
which carried more pace and more 
accuracy than they did 4 year ago. On 
several oGcasiotis she rushed forward 
and passed Brunie with an overhead 
attack that left the West Side title- 
holder flatfooted in his tracks. Her 
volleys from dé6ep court also were 
strong, and if she is to deféat the phe- 
nomenal French player it probably will 
be through carrying the attack herself 
rather than waiting for the foreign star 
to come forward, 

Miss Wills's display of footwork yes- 
terday was nothing better than she 
showed when she wop the national title 
from Mrs. Mallory, but the courts were 
in a Slippery condition and at no time 
did the champion extend herself in at- 
tempting to cover the court. When the 
ball was within reach she sent it back 
with one stroke or another, carrying 
speed with each attack, but when an 
effort was necessary to reach the ball 
several times shé passed it up and let 
the point go on a placément ace. 


Backhand Is Stronger. 


Another department of Miss Wills’s 
game which has improved is her back- 
hand. On the off side she drives with 
| confidence and with power, especially 
when she makes the stroke while com- 
ing forward. Last year, when it was 
necessary for her to make a backhand 
stroke while in motion there was always 


a question ‘of whether or not it would 
go in; this year she seems stronger with 
her backhand drives when they are 
made while on the run. 

In the first set Brunie broke through 
on Miss Wills’s second service and ran 
his lead up to 5—8 in games, but the 
Pacific Coast youngster braced and with 
a series of shots that carried both 
power, and accuracy she took the next 
two games. Seemingly satisfied that she 
could add strength to her game when 
she desired, she lapsed into practicing 
various strokes, shooting for the lines, 
and dropped the next two to lose the 
set. In the second set Brunie found the 
same strong opposition, but at no time 
did the champion hurry her strokes. 
With tireless energy Miss Wills was as 
fresh at the start of the third as she 
was when she first. stepped on the 
courts, while Brunie was dripping per- 
spiration from the dashes he was forced 
to make in order to get to the ball which 
his opponent sent skipping over the net. 
Miss Wills did not -increase her pace 
materially, but wore down her opponent 
gradually and won, 6—4. 

The scores meant little; the primary 
reason for the match being to give the 
women’s champion the opportunity of 
practicing before leaving for England 
and France. English balls, which will 
be uséd in the international women’s 
matches for the Hazel Hotchkiss Wight- 
man Trophy and in the English cham- 
pionships, were used during the match, 
and at the conclusion Miss Wills said 
that she could see no difference between 
the English and American made balls. 
However, she will have plenty of oppor- 
tunity to get used to the English ball, as 
a special court has been built on the 
Berengaria for hér use and she will take 
daily workouts during the voyage across 
the Atlantic. 

To Play in England. 


Miss Wills will have several weeks in 
England in which to get used to cli- 
matic conditions, and when she faces 
her first opponent in the tournament she 
expects to be at the top of her form. 
She will first compete as a member of 
the American women’s team which will 
play against the British women’s com- 


bination for the Wightman Cup, which 
this country won last year in the first 
season of its competition. Miss, Wills 
will then take part in the English cham- 
pionships at Wimbledon, and then will 
go to France, where she will represent 
this country in the Olympic games. in 
the English championships and in the 
Olympic games she probably will have 
to face Mile. Lenglen, and on the out- 
come of those meetings hang the hopes, 
fears and speculations of the American 
tennis public. Not since Mrs. Mallory 
won by default from the French start in 
the memorable match at Forest Hills has 
Mile. Lenglen been defeated by a wo- 
man in tournament play. On the young 
shoulders of Miss Wills rests this task. 

Just how Miss Wills feels about the 
prospective matches against the French 
phenom is a mystery. “I just don’t 
know what to think,’’ she said yesterday 
when asked about playing Mile. Lenglen. 
“T shall have to wait until I have seen 
Mile. Lienglen play before I shall have 
any idea what chance I shall have 
against her. But, anyway, I will do my 
very best.”’ 

And so departed Miss Wills, on whose 
achievements abroad will centre the at- 
tention of American tennis enthusiasts 
for the next few months.

Carpentier’s whereabouts became known 
upon receipt of the following. telegram 
from Jack Curley, local wrestling pro- 
moter, who is guiding the Frenchman's 
party westward: 

‘Billy Gibson, with a horde of fixers 
and lawyers’ clerks, was on hand upon 
Carpentier’s arrival and openly boastéd 
to me that he would not permit Car- 
pentier to leave for Chicago. Therefore 
I induced him not to meet Gibson at the 
Claridge Hotel at the appointed time and 
instead proceed with me immediately for 
Chicago, because agreement to box Tun- 
ney positively does not forbid that he 
cannot box before that date and he pro- 
poses to go ahead with his agreement in 
the West as well as in New York.”’ 


Telegram Ends Search.

According to Gib- 
son, the meeting between Carpentier and 
himself was mutually cordial and pleas- 
ant, and after a short conversation it 
was decided that the boxer and man- 
ager would meet by appointment in the 
Claridge at 4 o’clock. At the appointed 
hour Gibson was in the Claridge, sur- 
rounded by a squad of newspaper men 
eager for an interview with the new 
arrival Carpentier, however, never put 
in an appéaranee. Instead he sent an 
emissary to the hotel with an order for 
his baggage. Gibson waited until 5:30 
and theti went to his office, where he 
issued the following statement: 

‘‘We waited patiently until 5:30 
o’clock but saw no signs either of Car- 
pentier or Descamps. I was very cour- 
teous and merely paid him a social call 
on the boat. He promised to meet me 
and smooth things over, but instead he 
has skipped. However, if Descamps and 
his advisers think for one second they 
are oe something over on me_ they 
have another guess coming. I intend 
to take proper action through the courts 
to make Déscamps fulfill his contract 
for the Tunney bout to be held in ad- 
vance cf the contemplated Carpentier- 
Gibbons match, which was put forward 
from July 4 to May 31. I repeat, they 
are not going to gét away with it. If 
there Is such a thing as justice in this 
boxing business I am going to get it or 
know the reason why.’ 

In making his departure from the 
city quietly, Carpentier frustrated Gib- 
son's plans to serve him with notice of 
injunction proceedings in the’ event 
that a conference failed to produce a 
satisfactory adjustment of the situa- 
tion. Gibson emphasized, however, that 
he will leave nothing undone to prevent 
the Carpentier-Gibbons bout in Michi- 
gan City. Gibson asserted he would 
start West without delay. 


Frenchman Appears Heavier. 
Carpentier appeared a trifle heavier 
than when he returned to this country 
for the Jack Dempsey bout three years 
ago. His right hand. which he claimed 


was broken in his bout with the cham- 
pion, appeared to have healed satis- 
factorily. He said he had devoted some 
of his time each day on the journey 
across the ocean to light training 
aboard the ship and felt fine. Carpen- 
tier was accompanied by his manager, 
Francois Descamps; Trainer Gus _ Wil- 
son, Paul Fritsch, Buropean_ lght- 
weight; Charlie Ledoux, French feather- 
wéight, and Johnny Sullivan, a welter- 
weight boxer. 

To newspaper-men who met the ship 
at Quarantine the French boxer dis- 
closed it was his ambition to fight. Jack 
Dempsey again. It will be for Ameri- 
cans to judge by the fight he puts up 
against Gibbons, said Carpentier, 
whether he is fit to contest with Demp- 
say for the heavyweight title a second 
time. 

Carpentier said he was confident of 
the outcome of his fight with Gibbons. 
He dieted himself on the voyage across 
the Atlantic and exercised himself as 
much as possible by deck walking and 
shadow boxing. The Frenchman weighs 
175 pounds stripped now as compared 
with 168 when he fought Dempsey. Car- 
pentier ridiculed a report that his hands 
were not sound. “Look at them, the 
way that report started must have been 
because I did no sparring on board and 
some people, perhaps, thought it was 
because of my hands.”’ 

Carpentier said that he now has been 
boxing for fifteen years. He announced 
that he had quit the tobacco habit for 
all time, and said also that he no longer 
drank any liquor, with the exception of 
an occasional glass of beer. 

Carpentier said he regards boxing as 
a business in which a mah could not 
afford to have another business on the 
side. For that réason, he explained, he 
gave up all other business interests in 
which he formerly was concerned, 

He said he did not know much about 
Harry Wills, negro heavyweight chal- 
lenger, to offer an opinion on Wills’s 
ehances in the proposed fight with 
Dempsey. He was somewhat more 
talkative regarding Firpo. Carpentier 
said he had an idéa that Firpo’s handi- 
cap lay in the fact that he did not know 
how to use his hands. He said he had 
seen the fight films and it was his 
opinion that Firpo did not knock the 
champion through the ropes, but pushed 
him out of the ring. 

Carpentier has now become a golf 
enthusiast and also speaks English with 
a fair degree of fluency.

Flaherty Announces He Will

RICKARD BIDS FOR MATCH 





Confers With Mullins on Transfer 
ring Contest to New York 
Velodrome May 21. 





Promoter Simon Flaherty of the 
Queensboro Stadium, Long Island City; 
yesterday morning was served with aft 
order issued by Fire Commissioner 
Thomas J. F. Drennan condemning the 
Queensboro arena and ordering thé 
plant’s removal forthwith. The order, 
Flaherty announced, was signed By 
Commissioner Drennan and required thé 
immediate removal of the club as “‘in- 
minently perilous to the safety of hus 
man life.’’ 

Issuance of this order precludes thé 
possibility of the proposed fifteen-round 
bout between Harry Wills and Bartley 
Madden taking place Friday night at 
the Queensboro arena as scheduled, un- 
less Promoter Flaherty can have thé 
order vacated by court action or is sud- 
cessful in seeking an injunction in an 
effort to nullify the order of the Fire 
Department. Flaherty hurried to this 
city immediately upon receipt of the 
order condemning his boxing arena and 
endeavored to communicate with Fire 
Department exectitives at headquarters 
here, but without success. 

The promoter announced that he wiil 
visit Commissioner Drennan’s office to- 
day in quest of an explanation of the 
order, which has been turned over to 
Flaherty's “ lawyer, Louis Rosenthak 
Flaherty asserted that if Commissioner 
Drennan declines to rescind his order 
the matter will be carried to the courts 
where the promoter will seek an in- 
junction restraining the Fire Depart- 
ment from interfering with the conduct 
of the proposed Wills-Madden bout. 

“The order issued by me is final,” 
sald Commissioner Drennan last night 
when interviewed at the Seneca Club, 
Division and Bedford Avenues, Brook- 
lyn, “The order was issued on the 
recommendation of Chief John Kenlon, 
following an inspection under his direc- 
tion, and requires that the structure be 
removed forthwith. This is the order 
of the Fire Department regardless of 
whether the place is used for boxing 
Purposes or is unoccupied. Of course 
the owners have recourse to the courts 
if they desire to take such steps, but 
the Fire Department has decided the 

lace is a dangerous fire hazard and 

as acted accordingly.’’ 

While every effort is to be made to 
hold the bout on Friday as scheduled, 
according to Flaherty’s own announceé- 
ment, negotiations nevettheleéss were 
Started yesterday to effect a transfer of 
the Wills-Madden match. Promoter Tex 
Rickard, through his matchmaker, 
Frank B. Flournoy, communicated with 


Paddy Mullins, manager of Wills, and , 


submitted a proposition to have the bout 
held in the New York Velodrome on May 
21, which is an open date in the Kings- 
bridge arena. Flournoy conferred twice 
with Mullins yesterday without effecting 
a definite arrangement. Flournoy an- 
nounced that he will discuss his propo- 
sition again today with Mullins, when 
it is possible a decision will be made. 


Commission Gets Order. 


The order of the Fire Department con- 
demning the Long Island City plant was 
transmitted to the State Athletic Com- 
mission, it Was announced by Chairman 
George E. Brower, who added that 
under the circumstances the commis- 
sion must continue to refuse a club per~ 
mit to the Queensboro arena. Without 
such a permit the club cannot conduct 


boxing shows. Chairman Brower mad@ 
me a letter from Captain John J. 
cCarthy, in charge of the Division of 
Places of Public Assembly, which dis- 
closed that the Fire Department re- 
frained from approving the Queensboro 
eeeee the ws a ree en- 
rely of wood in a restricted fire zo 
This letter follows: a 

“Due to the fact that the enlarged 
stadium of the Queensboro Athletic 
Club, 449 Jackson Avenue, Queens, is 
constructed entirely of wood within the 
restricted zone known as the Fire 
Limits, this department has ‘refrained 
from approving plans showing the aisle 
spacing, seating arrangements, seating 
capacity and exit facilities of the 
stadium.” 

It was reported from private sources 
that Commissioner Drepnan had called 
Captain McCarthy on the telephone and 
ordered him to proceed with the order: 
Unless Promoter Flaherty obtains from 
the Supreme Court a writ of mandamus 
which would require the Fire Depart- 
ment to show cause before Friday why 
the reported order should not be vacated; 
at the same time asking an injunction 
restraining the order, there {s no possi- 
bility of the! Wills-Madden bout taking 
place in the Queensboro Stadium Friday 
night, it was said. 


City Charter Grants Authority. 


Unofficial explanation of Commis- 
sioner Drennan’s order attributed the 
Fire Department head’s action to the 
authority with which he is cloaked un- 
der Section 775 of the City Charter, 
which says in part: 

“The Fire Commissioner may order 
any building, structure or premises 
which in his opinion is inadequately pro- 
tected against fire perils, to be con- 
demned, vacated and removed.”’ 


The Queensboro sité is located in a 
restricted fire zone, near a publi¢ school, 
two wooden tenements, a large manufac- 
turing plant and adjacent to the elevated 
tracks of the I. R..T. The arena already 
has been approved by the Superintendent 
of Buildings for the Borough of Queens, 
but this endorsement is strictly for the 
structural requirements of the plant and 
in no way affécts the action of the Fite 
Department. 

Promoter Flaherty did not conceal his 
surprise at the Fire Department’s order. 
He declared he was at a loss to explain 
the notice of Commissioner Drénhan., 

“IT am going to see Commissioner 
Drennan tomorrow,” said Flaherty. “I 
tried to see him today but was unsuc- 
cessful and could not reach any other 
officials of the department. I am pre- 

ared, however, to carry the matter to 
he courts. What I cannot understand 
if why the club should now suddenly be 
considered a fire hazard, after it has 
undergone extensive improvements and 
has been made safer than ever, before,’ 

“T have ‘spent ,000 improvin, a. 
place and spent $1,600 making altera- 
tions suggested by the Fire Department: 
arm the Building Department on the as- 
sumption that the place would be a 
proved. We have been operating the old 
club now for three years and that névér. 
was as safe as the new place. Yet there 
never was any complaint of a fire haz- 
ard until we suddenly find out now that 
our new arena, which I consider one of 
the safest in the world, is not up to re- 
quirements.”’ 

Chairman Brower questioned Promotor 
Flaherty on the disposition of funds

HOPES OF BETTER COOPERATION. 

Germany’s reception of the French 
political overturn is encouraging. 
Although great satisfaction is ex- 
pressed that the hated PoINcaRE has 
finally been forced out and the belief 
is held that the new French Govern- 
ment will be more “ reasonable,” there 
seems to be no illusion that France 
will radically change her foreign pol- 
icy. The Germans apparently belleve 
that Herriot, LouCHEUR, BRIAND, 
PAINLEVE or any of their group will 
strive earnestly for. a solution with 
Germany in a spirit of conciliation. 
At the same time, it is clear, even to 
German reactionaries, that the elab- 
orate structure of a militarist, Ger- 
man-eating France which kad been 


built up about the person of POINCARE 


disappears with ‘his resignation. This 
removes the ammunition of the Ger- 
man extremists who had so long 
played on German national pride by 
depicting an imperialistic France seek- 
ing to dismember Germany and dom- 
inate Europe. The election is the best 
possible proof that the conception of 
France as a nation inhabited only by 
Napoleons and Louis XIV’s was a 
product of fear or malice. 

There is no reason to believe that 
the essentials of French foreign policy 
will be materially different under a 
leader of the Left from what they 
have been under PorncareE. Undoubt- 
edly the methods will be more suave. 
M. PorncareE had a rigidity of manner 
which made him hard to deal with. 
But France still wants security and 
reparations. She has no intention of 
permitting Germany to escape her 
just obligations. This has been made 
clear repeatedly in the past by BRIAND 
and HERRIOT, and has now been ex- 
pressed by, PAINLEVE, who in an in- 
terview yesterday about the Dawes 
plan. said: “ If Germany, to her ruin, 
‘* rejects’ the possibility of a just and 
“really human peace offered by the 
“ experts, she will have to be aban- 
“doned to her fate. France will 
‘* know how to exact justice.’’ This 
has the old, 4amiliar ring. 

Next to the favorable reaction 
Germany, the most encouraging ele- 
ment in the situation is the expecta- 
tion that the new Government will 
more readily work in harmony with 
the British. LOUCHEUR and BRIAND 
have long been ardent advocates of 
cooperation with England, based on 
mutual concessions. HERRIOT has re- 
peatedly expressed his opposition to 
methods of coercion in international 
affairs, and has spoken in behalf of 
the type of liberalism embodied in the 
League of Nations. Such elements 
should find a warmer response in 
Britain than did the unyielding Poin- 
CARE. Incidentally, they will Have an 
opportunity to test the good faith of 
the new German Government. Those 
who have been saying in Germany 
‘* we would work better with a moder- 
’’ will have the chance to 
put: their declarations to the test. If 
they prove to be right, all the better. 
If not, 
before Germany will be faced again 
with a France determined to force the 
issue. 
French Governments could stand if it 
countenanced renewed German eva- 


sion. 





INDIANA BEGINS TO BOIL. 

Our judicious friend, ‘* Jim ’’ Wat- 
scn, has ‘“‘come out’ for “Ep’”’ 
JacKsSOoN, whom the Indiana Ku Klux 
Klan ‘put over” in the Republican 
primaries as the candidate for Gov- 
ernor. “Jim '’’ says he took no 
part and expressed no choice in 
the campaign; but Jackson is his 
candidate now and he is going to 
work for him with all his soul and all 
his tongue.

In an 
article that must have been written 
at least several weeks ago, in the 
May number of McClure’s Magazine, 
MAX BENTLEY says that JACKSON 
is frankly the candidate of the Klan, 
besides having the endorsement of 
GoopricH, STEPHENSON, WATSON and 
Wats (Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee) and, in fact, of the 
entire Republican organization. 
Watson's declaration of Jackson- 
janism jis said to have followed hard 
upon consultation with Mr. WALTER 
Bossert, described as an ambassador 
of the Imperial Palace or Wizard 
House to Indiana and divers other 


States. And the ambassador is said 
to have consulted long with hi Im- 
mensity, Imperial Wizard Evans. Yet

“robe, putting an end to mummery 
‘* and incantation. We are not Klans- 
‘‘men of the recognized stripe, We 
“never have been.” But, he said, 
‘the personnel will remain, the or- 
‘ ganization will become an indepen- 
“dent political unit, and, he added 
“with a delighted smile, ‘ Watch our 
** smoke.’ ”’ 


The pot biles, the smoke is getting 
thick. The Klan'’s Republican vic- 
tory gives the Democrats their op- 
portunity. The two Democratic can- 
didates who got the highest vote in 
the primaries assail the Klan, identify 
it with the Republican Party of In- 
diana, insist that the Democratic cam- 
paign be for religious liberty, freedom 
of conscience. These are momentous 
issues, which call for decision even 
more strongly in some States than 
Indiana. The Indiana Democratic 
Convention meets early in June. The 
amiable Mr. THomAs TAaGGART may be 
subject to a certain embarrassment. 
His candidate for Governor, Dr. Mc- 
CuLLocH, is stern against the Klan. 
His candidate for President has 
basked in the smiles of the Klan. In 
the Senatorial canvass of 1922 Gov- 
ernor HENRY ALLEN of Kansas made 
three speeches in Indiana for Brver- 
IDGE, the beautiful and the doomed. 
He swatted the Klan in cities that 
were its ‘‘ strongholds ’’; Republican 
“ strongholds,”’ too, but Mr. BEVER- 
IDGE lost them. Governor RALSTON 
made some commonpiace remarks at 
a Catholic girls’ school, lauding its 
work, but adding some other common- 
places about religious liberty and the 
separation of Church and State. If 
Mr. BENTLEY’s history is correct: 


The allusion to separation of Church 
and State had ,a lightning effect on 
RALsSTON’s candidacy. The Klan had 
hundreds of thousands of dodgers 
printed, carrying the excerpt, under 
the heading ‘‘ Where Courage Counts,”’ 
and was said to have put a dodger 
into the hand of every Protestant voter 
in Indiana, Klan or non-Klan. No 
one questions that the Klan voted al- 
most solidly for RALSTON, and that 
this bloc vote was a pronounced 
factor in his victory. 


Who knows? The Indianophile sees

That would 
be a task comparatively simple and easy, 
he said, and a task which jurors are 
competent to perform.

Authority. so often mark the 
testimony of experts in murder cases in- 
volving the question of insanity, there 
always is great caution in characteriz- 
ing these witnesses, and it commonly is 
assumed that they all are honest and 
competent. Their differences of opinion 
are explained in part by the absence of 
any exact and universally accepted defi- 
nition of insanity, which permits every 
alienist to make his own, and in part to 
the skill of lawyers in framing questions 
so as to get precisely the answer they 
want. 

Dr. MACDONALD :was less charitable. 
He more than intimated that there were 
experts who thought more about earn- 
ing their fees than about telling the 
truth as they knew it, and that there 
are others—‘‘hothouse experts who 
spring up in the night,”’ he called them— 
whose opinions are of no welght or 
authority. Between those two classes 
and the real experts, he held that Judges 
have little, and jurors no, means of ‘dis- 
eriminating through the exercise of their 
own knowledge. What Judges could do 
in choosing members of his proposed 
commissions would be to select men of 
reputation among their colleagues, and 
accept those of high standing and reject 
those unknown or distrusted. 

Certainly something should be done to 
avoid the scandals so often created by 
the presentation of expert testimony 
and to prevent the almost interminable 
prolongation of judicial proceedings in 
cases like that of THAw.

HUTCHINSON promises to reduce the 
amount of the deadly carbon monoxide 
coming from the exhausts of automo- 
biles. Obviously, that reduction will not 
be achieved by mixing with the gasoline 
some substance which renders its com- 
bustion more nearly perfect. The at- 
tainment of that end, indeed, well might 
prevent the troublesome deposition of 
unconsumed carbon in engine cylinders, 
but the burning of that carbon and of 
other carbon that escapes in the form 
of visible smoke, while it would be a 
desirable economy from the standpoint 
of power, also would increase, not de- 
crease, the total amount of carbon mon- 
oxide thrown off by the engine. 

So at least it would seem from the 
fact that when carbon and oxygen 
unite there is combustion, and that the 
inevitable result of that union must be 
one or the other of the carbon oxides. 

Such ingenuity as invented the most 
raucous of automobile horns may have 
evaded the inevitable, but it must have 
been a good deal strained in doing it.

THE GRADUATED CORPORATION TAX 


Jones Plan Is Attacked as Unscientific and as Phdes a Burden on ’ 
the Development of Business. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Jones graduated ‘corporation tax 
would impose the heaviest burden on 
corporation taxpayers least able to pay, 
would miake impossible sound corporate 
financing essential to industrial pros- 
perity, and would operate to dry up the 
sources of revenue. As a spur to proper 
and adequate distributions by cor- 
porations, it is unnecessary. 

Under this measure a ‘‘normal tax’’ of 
9 per cent. would be imposed upon 
the annual net income of all corpora- 
tions. In addition, there would be a 
surtax at rates increasing according to 
the portion of net income of the cor- 
poration remaining undistributed after 
the end of the taxable year. If the por- 
tion of annual net income undistributed 
were 10 per cent. and not more than 11 
per cent. of the entire income, the sur- 
tax would be but one-quarter of 1 per 
cent. For each percentage of increase 
in the portion of undistributed net in- 
come, the rate applicable to the entire 
undistributed portion increases, until it 
reaches 40 per cent. applicable to the 
undistributed net income, if amounting 
to. more than 59 per cent. of the entire 
net income. Thus, a corporation hav- 
ing a net income of $100,000, and not 
being in a position to distribute any of 
it, would pay a tax as follows:

This makes a total possible tax of 
more than 45 per cent. For all corpora- 


‘tions making no distributions, the per- 


centage of tax (except as affected by 
the amount of the deduction for normal 
tax) would be the same, regardless of 
the amount of their respective incomes. 
If some part of the income were distrib- 
uted, the rate would, of course, be less. 

Under this plan the penal rates apply 
irrespective of the relation of income to 
the amount of, capital. A net income of 
$100,000 or a‘ net income of $1,000,000 
might be 1 per cent. or less on the 
capital of the corporation, but the max- 
imum rate would apply just as if the 
income were 50 per cent. or 100 per 
cent. of the capital. It was to avoid 
the obvious injustice of increasing the 
rate where the income may be but a 
small return that the relation of income 
to invested capital was utilized in the 
former excess profits and war profits 
taxes. Under that plan the rate appli- 
cable did not depend upon the mere size 
of the income, and it was upon incomes 
which were a large return upon capital 
that the high rates were imposed. The 
harshness of the operation of the new 
graduated tax is intended to be re- 
lieved somewhat by a provision that a 
corporation shall not be subject to it if 
all of its stockholders agree to’be taxed 
in the same manner as members of a 
partnership. This relief provision is ap- 
plicable, however, only to closely held. 
corporations, where stockholders can 
readily get together and where the stock 
does not change hands during the year. 
It would be utterly impracticable to use 
it in the case of a large corporation 
with many stockholders and with stock 
constantly changing hands. 


Senator Jones’s plan is based upon the 
theory that in the case of a corporation, 
as in the case of an individual, the rate 
can be made to depend upon the mere 
size of the income, or, what amounts 
to the same thing, upon the undistrib- 
utéd portion of the income. While in 
the case of an individual taxpayer abil- 
ity to pay may fairly be regarded as 
increasing in direct relation with the 
size of the income, In the case of a cor- 
poration, where earnings are necessarily 
based to a large extent upon the amount 
of the capital and are subject to divi- 
sion among many stockholders, the mere 
size of the income is not a fair measure 
for the rate of tax. Income of $100,000 
in the hands of a single individual can 
obviously bear a larger rate of tax than 
$25,000 ; but $100,000, which is 1 per cent. 
on the capital of a $10,000,000 corpora- 
tion, cannot properly be subjected to as 
high a rate as $25,000, which is 25 per 
cent. of the capital of a $100,000 cor- 


poration. 
From the above, and other obvious 
considerations, it follows that Senator 





Jones’s method imposes the highest rates 
of tax on corporations least able to pay. 
A corporation having a $100,000 incédme 
on a $10,000,000 capital needs to retain 
in its treasury all of that income for its 
financial protection. Yet, under the 
Jones plan attempt to keep the income 
would mean a tax of over 45 per cent, 
A corporation with the same income, but 
with, say, a $250,000 capital, would be in 
a far stronger financial condition; it 
could, perhaps, distribute the bulk of its 
income, still retaining a fair percentage 
of margin, and would pay a compara- 
tively low rate of tax. 

Investors will not put their money into 
@ corporation which fails to protect 
their returns by retaining in prosper- 
ous years a substantial portion of its 
earnings. A corporation which dis- 
tributes all of its earnings appeals to 
investors no more than an individual 
who spends all that he earns appeals to 
a banker. Successful enterprises nor- 
mally require increasing capital and 


\this capital cannot all be supplied by 


new contributions from stockholders or 
bondholders. The great industries of 
the country furnishing the chief sources 
of revenue have been built up by the 
policy of retaining in the business some 
reasonable percentage of the earnings 
of good years, assuring some return to 
stockholders in lean years and the 
proper development of the business. 

The Jones plan would penalize the 
corporation; retaining a portion of its 
earnings not for the purpose of saving 
taxes for stockholders ut for the nec- 
essary purpose of keeping its financial 
position sound. The plan discourages 
corporate thrift and rewards corporate 
extravagance. Systematically pursued 
it would weaken corporate enterprises 
so that the flow of income would be 
checked or destroyed. 

The problem which looms largest to 
Senator Jones is that of the corporation, 
ordinarily closely held, deliberately 
availed of for the purpose of letting 
earnings accumulate, beyond ‘the reason- 
able needs of the business, so that they 
will remain free from individual sur- 
tax. Such corporations form a very 
small group in comparison with all tax- 
paying corporations. 

Senator Jones has framed his measure 
in all sincerity, consistently with his 
attitude over many years, but with a 
single consideration of compelling dis- 
tribution by corporations unduly pro- 
tecting their stockholders. Viewing the 
tax problem as a whole, the remedy is 
infinitely worse than the disease. And 
it is unnecessary. The Senate bill as 
reported provides for ah additional tax 
of 50 per cent, on the entire net income 
of corporations formed or availed of for 
the purpose of permitting income to be 
withheld from distribution beyond the 
reasonable needs of the business. 

Under the present law the correspond- 
ing penal tax is but 25 per cent.; cor- 
porate dividends and Liberty bond in- 
terest are not included as part of the in- 
come subject to additional tax and a 
corporation may escape the tax if the 
Commissioner agrees to tax the stock- 
holders as partners. By leaving out 
these features as proposed in the Senate 
bill as reported, even without doubling 
the rate, there would be provided the 
strongest kind of incentive for maximum 
legitimate distribution. The problem of 
determining in some cases what earn- 
ings are required to be retained for the 
reasonable needs of the business would 
remain, but with mere investment com- 
panies made prima facie subject to the 
tax and the penalty for undue with- 
holding made severe, the new provision 
is calculated to be effective. 

Senator Jones’s plan cannot claim the 
merit of equalizing corporation rates and 
individual rates—the complexity of the 
subject makes that impossible. In an 
effort to correct the minor evil better 
dealt with directly in accordance with 
other special provisions of the bill, this 
method would upset the whole plan of 
the taxation of corporations. At a time 
when the general economic welfare de- 
mands the fostering and development of 
business, Senator Jones would place 
upon it new, umreasonable and unad- 
justed burdens.

To the Editor of The New York Times; 
I have read the editorial

ure. It is most refreshing to see a sub- 
ject like this handled in a capable man- 


ner—in marked contrast to many other 


expressions of opinion that have been 
appearing in the metropolitan press. 


Permit me to point out two statements 


in your editorial which are not quite in 
accord with the facts. You say that 
the United States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion’s ‘“‘opposition is understood to be 
not to all excursions into literature and 
journalism by tennis amateurs, but to 
that practice as a principal source of 
income’’; and that we ‘‘cannot afford to 
pit against the foreigner any American 
player upon whose status the slightest 
suspicion has been cast.”’ 

The amateur rule legislation of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association 
bars from tournament play any one who 
“writes articles on tennis for newspa- 
pers, magazines, periodicals or pam- 
phlets, and receives therefor substantial 
compensation, pecuniary gain or emolu- 
ment contemporaneously with his en- 
gaging in tennis competitions.”’ 

It doesn’t matter whether the writer’s 
payment is the principal source of his 
income or not. If it is a substantial 
sum he falls under the ban. To a young 
man, say one just out of school or col- 
lege, even $15 or $20 per week may be 
a “substantial sum.’’ Furthermore, the 
“interpretation’’ must be strictly en- 
forced. 

As to our pitting against the foreigner 
any player under suspicion, I call atten- 
tion to the following facts: 

Twenty-one nations have this year 
challenged the United States for the 
Davis Cup. Several others have com- 
peted in the past, making twenty-five or 
more nations interested not only in this 
contest but in everything relative to the 
game and its conduct. Not one of these 
twenty-five or more nations has ever 
legislated against the writer-player. On 
the contrary, they are practically all de- 
sirous of having their players, and par- 
ticulatly their best players, write on the 
game. In legislating against writer- 
players. last February the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association did not consult 
any other nation nor strive to obtain 
their support in what is the most drastic 
piece of. legislation ever placed on the 
books. Instead, it departed from all

Tennis Association has specifically 
granted permission to a member of its 
1924 Davis Cup team, Pat O’Hara Wood, 
to write accounts of tournaments, add- 
ing words of encouragement and holding 
that the writing of such accounts is pro- 
ductive of good.

Protests to Coolidge on Bonus. 
To the Editor of The New York Pimes: 

Your readers may be interested in the folk 
lowing letter which I have addressed to the 
President of the United States: 

“Some months ago I resigned from the 
American Legion because I felt that the 
lofty ideals of its founders had been de- 
based to such an extent that its main pur- 
pose was to debauch the honor of its able- 
bodied members by persuading them to de- 
mand money from the public Treasury. For- 
tunately, another organization of veterans 
sprang into being and successfully opposed 
those demands, with the result that the 
Legion was again forced to dupe its mem- 
bers by making them accept the Bonus bill 
recently passed by the Senate. The argu- 
ments against the former bonus are equally. 
applicable to this measure; some of those 
arguments are that services rendered the 
Government in times of emergency are not 
to be measured in terms of money; that 
during such emergencies the Government 
capnot compete with private industry in the 
labor market; that during the World War 
the United States Government went far be- 
yond the hopés of the soldiers themselves 
in the matter of caring for them and their 
dependents, and that an attempt at this time 
to secure more money for the able-bodied 
is dictated solely by greed; and finally, that 
any form of bonus is conomically indefensi< 
ble.

“Three facts this Church holds and 
teaches beyond ail doubt or question, 
in common with the whole Catholic 
Church from the beginning. 

“1st. The Christian religion Is not the 
result of our human feasoning and 
speculation. If this were all it would 
be a mere philosophy, not & Divine reve- 
lation. The Christan religion is a mes- 
sage from above, a gospel divinely 
given, a supernatural revelation from 
God. It doés not contradict our reason; 
it does infinitely transcend it. It is 
supernatural in its very nature and 
essence. It ig this, or it is a matter of 
no great moment to us, or to the world. 

“"2d. 
mere system of ethics. It does not mean 
mere acceptance of the moral teachings 
of one who lived and died two thousand 
years ago. It meang wo! more 
than this. It means faith and trust in 
the Teacher Himself who now lives and 
re at the right hand of God. The 
Christian religion does not mean pri- 
marily something that we do for our- 
selves. It means primarily something 
that God, of His great love, has done 
for us in Jesus our Lord. It means be- 
ing saved by @ power greater than our 
own. It means being saved, lifted out 


of sin into holiness, righteousness. and 
life, by the grace and power of Jesus 


Christ. 

“3d. The Chriatian religion means faith 
and trust in Jesus Christ as the Catho- 
lic Church throughout the world shows 
Him to us in the Scriptures and in the 
Christian creed. There is no other wit- 
ness of Him but that which His Church 
gives. 

“Christianity stands, or fails, with the 
facts about Jesus Christ as declared in 
the creed and the Scriptures, His super- 
natural birth, His bodily resurrection, 
His ascension into Heaven. These are 
the facts upon which our faith in Chirst 
rests. If these things did not happen 
the Christian gospel ceases to have 
reality or meaning. The whole truth 
of the New Testament disappears. 


Repeats Declaration of Feb. 3. 


“In my ‘Message to the Diocese’ de- 
livered in the Cathedral on Sunday, Feb. 
3, a copy of which was sent to every 
clergyman in the diocese, and which 
has been widely distributed among our 
lay people in the diocese and beyond, 
I made the following statement which 
I wish here to repeat: 

““*With the Apostles, with the New 
Testament, with the whole Christian 
Church from the first, this Church be-

Responding to a hurried summons re- 
ceived yesterday afternoon, Governor 
Smith’s wife and family arrived in New 
York from Albany last night and went 
to the bedside of the Governor's mother, 
Mrs. Catherine Smith. Shortly before 
her physicians had issued a bulletin say- 
ing that their patient, who is fll with 
pneumonia, was doing well. 

When the Governor's family arrived 
they were met by the Governor and 
Major General Charles Berry, whose 
limousine was waiting for them at the 


Grand Central Station. As the Gover- 
nor’s wife alighted from the car in front 
Flynn, 9 Mid- 
dagh Street, Brooklyn, she was sobbing. 
The Governor, his face drawn and white 
from the long vigil he has been keeping 
over his mother’s bedside, also appeared 
to be greatly moved. 

The optimistic report of the poyeicons 
followed a half-hour conference between 
Dr, Reb and Dr. H. T. Chickering, pul- 
monary specialist of the Rockefeller 
Institute. Immediately after the consul- 
tation, at 9:30, Dr. Reb said that Mrs. 
Smith’s temperature was 102, her pulse 
92 and her respiration 48. For two 
days the doctors have been administer- 
ing oxygen to their patient by admitting 
it through the top of & canopy over Mrs. 
Smith's bed. his method is a new one 
and, according to the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, very effective, 

At midnight the Governor, his wife 
and daughter left the house to to the 
Hotel Bossert. They will be in touch 
with the house through the night. 

“My mother’s condition remains the 
same. There is no change,’’ the Gov- 
ernor said, as he climbed into the auto- 
mobile. He made no other statement.

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FATHER OF SCHWAB 
DIES AT AGE OF 85 


At One Time Ran Livery Stable, 
Where His Son Learned Rudi- 
ments of Business.

ALTOONA, Pa, May 13.—John A. 
Schwab, father of Charles M. Schwab, 
died at his home at Loretto, near here, 
this morning at 10 o’clock. His death 
came after an illness of several weeks, 
caused by paralysis and complications 
due to his advanced age. Members of 
the family were at his bedside when tiie 


end came. 

Mr, Schwab was born in Cambria 
County Aug. 11, 1839, but In early life 
came to Biair County, where he con- 
ducted a woolen factory near Williams- 
burg with his father. Later he operated 
it himself for several years, then remov- 


ing to Williamsburg, where he went into 


the stofe business and where for a num- 
ber of years he identified himself with 
other business interests. 

At the time of his death he was Presi- 
dent of the Ae | National Bank of Wil- 
liamsburg. He disposed of his business 
in Williamsburg “ ee Loretto, 
Cambria County, where he went into the 
livery business, operating stage coaches 
which carried mail between there and 
Johnstown and @ number of other_moun- 
tain towns. It was here that Charles 
M. Schwab learned the rudiments of 
business from his father. 

The boy. who later became one of the 

eatest steel men of the world, drove 

e coaches over the mountsins in those 
days, to which he has often referred 
as among the most pleasant of his life. 

The elder Mr. Schwab, up until his 
recent illness, meres remarkable héalth 
for a man of his age. He divided his 
time between his home in Loretto and 
his’ business interests, which included, 
aside from the Presidency of the bank 
at Williamsburg, the Presidency of the 
Grange National Bank at Patton and 
the rst National Bank at Cresson, 
both in Cambria County. 

John A. Schwab was married to Miss 
Pauline Farabaugh, April 23, 1861, in a 
chapel built at Loretto in the early ‘30s 
by Prince N. A. Gallitzit, the ceremony 
being performed b the Rev, Father Ter- 
rence S. Reynolds. r. Schwab was 
one of the few remaining persons who 
were baptized by Prince Gallitzit, who 
died in Loretto in 1840. 

ere were eight children in the 
Schwab family, four of whom are dead, 
Those ne Charles M. Schwab 
of New York City, Edward H. Schwab 
of Bethlehem, Pa.; Gertrude, wife of 
David Barry of Johnstown, and Mary 
Schwab, known as Sister Cecelia of the 
Sisters of Charity, Seton Hill, Greens- 
urge. 

Aside from his business interests, 
Schwab was greatly devoted to his fam- 
ily, to his church and to educational en- 
terprises. He was especially interested 
in St. Francis’s College and Seminary 
at Loretto. He was a member of St. 
Michatl’s Catholic Church, where the 
funeral services will be conducted Thurs- 
day morning at 9 o’clock with a solemn 
mass of requiem. Interment will be in 
the cemetery adjoing the church where 
he worshiped for so many years.

GEO. HUBBARD PEPPER, 
ARCHAEOLOGIST, DIES 


Was Distinguished Especially for 
His Work Among Ruins of 
American Indians. 












































George Hubbard Pepper, anthropolo- 
gist and archaeologist, who for more 
than ten years was connected with the 
Heye foundation of the Museum of the 


American Indian, died yesterday morn- 
ing at the Roosevelt Hospital, after a 
long iliness. Mr. Pepper, who was born 
in Tottenville, S. I., in 1873, was 51 


years old. 

In his early no he manifested an 
interest in archaeology and under his 
direction at that time, several grave 
mounds of his native town were ex- 
cavated. His resulting, discoveries then 
aroused the interest of Professor 
Frederic W. Putnam of the Peabody 
Museum of Harvard, whose invitation to 
study under him, Mr. Pepper accepted. 
fn 1896, one year after ne enrolled at 
the Peabody Museum, Mr. Pepper 
joined the Hyde Southwestern expedl- 
tion for the American Museum of 
Natural may of which institution, 
his sponsor, rofessor Putnam, later 
became director. 

In his explorations in the Southwest, 
particularly in New Mexico, the arch- 
aeologist made some invaluable dis- 
coveries. In the latter State he un- 
earthed the remains of Pueblo Bonito 
and wrested from the Chaco Canyon 
many of its Aztecan secrets. 

In 1904 he joined George G. Heye, Di- 
rector of the Museum of the American 
Indian, who conducted expeditions into 
Mexico and Heuador. His professional 
associates attribute to Mr. Pepper a 

eat share of the credit in the success- 

‘ul development of the Museum of the 
American Indian.

Court Rules Jury Must Decide 
Need for Extension of Emer- 
gency Housing Law. 





JUDGMENT PLEA IS DENIED 





Supreme Court Justice Dismisses 
Action Involving Occupancy of 
High-Price Apartment. 





A jury will have to decide the ques- 
tien as to whether a public emergency 
in housing existed when the Legislature 
extended the emergeney rent laws, ac- 
cording to an opinion yesterday by Su- ; 
preme Court Justice Francis B. Dele- 
hanty. 

A summary judgment on affidavits 
presented by a plaintiff who sued to 
regain. possession of an apartment or to 
compel the tenant to pay a rent in- 
crease was refused by Justice Dele- 
hanty. The effect of the decision con- 
tinues to make it possible for tenants to 
refuse to pay rent increases on the stat- 
‘utory ground of ‘“‘unjust and unreasona- 
ble rent.’ 

The case was that of the Orinoco 
Realty Company against Martin H. 
Goodkind, tenant at 1,000 Park Avenue. 
Goodkind paid $1,200 a year rent until 
last October. The owners demanded an 


increase to $5,200 a year, which Good- 
kind refused to pay, but he deposited 
the rent in court. 

In the suit to oust Goodkind or to! 
make him pay the higher rental the 


plaintiff asked summary judgment on 
the grouna that the defense offered was 
invalid, as the extended rent laws were 
unconstitutional. Goodkind asked for

"ee pointing out that the plaintiff 
raised the question of the validity of 
the law, Justice Delehanty ‘concluded 
that such a fact was not to be passed 
upon by the Court upon conflicting af- 
‘ fidavits, but should be determined at a 
;trial by jury. He ruled that Goodkind 
was entitled to a trial on his pleaded 


On the motion made by Goodkind to 
dismiss the —— the Court said: 

“It follows erefore, that the de- 
fense pleaded, based upon the said rent 
laws, is good upon its face and avail- 
able to the defendant, The statute in 
question provides that upon the plain- 
tiff’s failure to file the bill of partic- 
ulars required by the statute ‘the Court 
shall dismiss the complaint.” The mo- 
tion, therefore, must be granted and 
the ‘complaint dismissed.”’

CONNOLLY RENEWS ATTACK 





Accuses Transit Commissioners of 
Favoritism to the Long Island 
[ Railroad. 


For the first time since Mayor Hylan 
named him as the chosen chief of the 
new Board of Transportation, John H. 
Delaney, now Dock Commissioner, me 
yesterday and conferred at length with 
the members and engineering staff of 
the State Transit Commission, whose 
functions, in so far as concerns new 
subway construction, he is to take over 


after July 1. 

The purpose of the conference was to 
reach an amicable agreement concern- 
ing the route of the Fourteenth Street- 
Hastern line and its prospective connec- 
tions to East New York. The general 
plan for the Fourteenth Street route and 


extensions, as drawn by the Transit 
Commission, has been before the Board 
of Estimate for some time awaiting ac- 
tion by that body. The section of the 
system on which there has been greatest 
divergence of opinion which occupied the 
chief attention in yesterday’s conference 
is the part lying between Meserole 
Street, Brooklyn, and East New York. 
In Commissioner Delaney’s meeting 
with the present transit authorities and 
their engineers persons who knew of 
the conference, which was held in pri- 
vate in the rooms of the Transit Com- 
mission, saw new ground for hope of 
@n early renewal of activity upon this 
system, delay in the completion of which 
is a primary factor in the daily conges- 
tion at the Canal Street stations of’the 
B. M. T. There is reason to believe that 
the meeting resulted at least in a better 
understandng and a prospect of more 
harmonious cooperation in the future. 


Delaney to Meet Harkness. 


Commissioner LeRoy T. Harkness was 
appointed a committee of one to rep- 


resent the Transit Commission in fur- 
ther conferences with Mr. Delaney. 
They expect to get together again to- 
morrow, when for the first time they 
will take up questions growing out of 
the division of the Transit Commission's 
forces, engineering and otherwise, inci- 
dent to the segregation of the duties of 
the two bodies—the one representing the 
State and the other the city—made nec- 
essary unaer the recent legislation 
which becomes effective on July 1. The 
Transit Commission now carries on its 
payroll 1,000 persons. Many of these, 
including virtually all the engineering 
staff and probably much of the clerical 
force will be transferred to the new 


board. 

There were present in yesterday’s 
conference representing the city Ad- 
ministration, in addition to Commis- 


sioner Delaney, Francis J. Sinnott, who 


is a brother of the Mayor’s son-in-law 
and who was secretary to Mr. Delaney 
when the latter was Transit Construc- 
tion Commissioner, and Arthur S. Tut- 
tle, chief engineer to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. 

Mr. Sinnott, it is expected, will hold 
an important post in the new Board of 
Transportation. Some persons surmise 
that he may be the third member se- 
lected for the Triumvirate Commission 
in association with Mr. Delaney and 
Grover Whalen, 

Representing the Transit Commission 
were George McAneny, its Chairman, 
and Commissioner Harkness; Daniel L. 
Turner, Consulting Engineer; Robert 
Ridgway, Chief Engineer, and William 
G. Fullen, Counsel. William S. Men- 
den, President of the Brooklyn Manhat- 
tan Transit Corporation, was in at- 
tendance throughout the conference rep- 
resenting the interests of the system 
chiefly concerned in driving through the 
Fourteenth Street eastern subway to 
completion. 

One of the most hard-shelied nuts 
which this council of harmony will have 
to crack will be to devise some route 
which will satisfy the contractual rights | 
of the B. M. T. and at the same time 
reconcile Mayor. Hylan, who repeatedly | 
has declared that the Board of Estimate | 
will do nothing in future to advance new 
subways which are designed to connect 
with lines of either the B. M. T. or the 
I. R. T. systems. 


Connolly Attacks Commission. 


Borough President Maurice E. Con- 
molly of Queens agains attacked the 
Transit Commission yesterday. This 
time he addressed his charges against 
the commission not to that body itself, 
but to Mayor Hylan, where, to use Com- 
missioner Harkness’s comment, ‘‘he will 
find a sympathetic ear for any abuse 
of the Transit Commission or any of the 
Commissioners.”” In his lettet to the 
Mayor Mr. Connolly wrote: 


‘In a communication to Commissioner 
Harkness of the Transit Commission, 
a copy of which is enclosed, I pointed 
out today that the attitude of some 
Transit Commissioners and the Transit 
Commission as a body was singularly 
favorable to the corporations. Now I 

oint out that their attitude toward the 

ng Island Railroad Company in par- 
ticular has been more than friendly and 
fin fact they have done illegal things 
in favoring the company. 

The Long Island Railroad Company, 
under its franchise of 1834, has aq right 
to construct and maintain only two 
tracks between Hollis and the Nassau 
County Line.

OSSINING, May 13,—Sing Sing 
Prison lost its landscape artist today, 
with the release of John Kodoshj, a 
skillful Japanese, who completed his 
sentence for attacking Admiral Moto, 
a Japanese restaurateur of Harmon, 
with an ax@ two years ago. 

Kodoshi was complimented on sev- 
eral occasions by Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes and other prison officials for 
many improvements he made ‘about 
the grounds. He made a rustic 
bridge, ‘a rustic Summer house, rustic 
furniture, beehives and other articles 
of wood and wire. He laid out gar- 
dens and improved the lawns. Not 
only was he greatly interested in im- 
proving the outward appearance of 
Sing Sing, but, according to the War- 
den, did as much work as any two in- 
mates in the prison. ‘Kodoshi left the 
prison with a recommendation, and 
had a job awaiting him in civil life,

Transit Commissioner Harkness com- 
mented upon the Connolly letter as fol- 
lows: 

“In his latest three-page letter he 
abandons the New York and Queens 
County matter, which is very much up 
to him, and tries to inject Long Island 
Railroad matters. This is running away 
from the question at issue. There is 

lenty for him to do if he will confine 

imself to it. He seems to know even 

less about Long Island Railroad mat- 
ters. In regard to the recent White- 
stone case, the decision of the commis- 
sion seemed to be approved by all con- 
cerned, even including the Mayor.”’ 

Mr. Fullen, counsel to the Transit 
Commission, said that in the matter of 
the two tracks between Hollis and the 
Nassau County line the action taken by 
the commission had the endorsement of 
both the Corporation Counsel and the 
City Engineer.

VIENNA, May 13.—In spite of denials

The Rumanian Minister in Vienna de- 
nies that trouble is expected, and in Ru- 
mania the mobilizing of the last three 
years of the army classes is officially 
called Spring manoeuvres, while Russia 
has various explanations for her con- 
centration of troops on the Bessarabian 
frontier. 

In connection with these rumors,’ the 
new political combinations of the Little 
Entente are all the more important. Ru- 
mania is making strong efforts to gain 
new allies in order to be less isolated 
in the event of war with Russia. It is 
even reported that she has offered to re- 
turn seven small provinces of former 
Hungarian territory to Hungary if Hun- 
gary promises neutrality.in the event of 
Bessarabian trouble. his report has 
brought forth much comment as well as 
denial. At any rate, the Hungarian 
Jovernment has just declared that it 
recognizes no Russian consulates. In 
Hungary events on the Bessarabian 
frontier are carefully watched. As Ru- 
mania’s declared allies, Czechoslovakia 
and Yugoslavia have announced that 
they cannot join in any action against 
Russia, Rumania is forced to seek the 
support of France, as is shown by the 
recent visit of the King and Queen to 
Paris. At the same time Bulefria con-

McGee, Testifying in Rendigs’s 
Trial, Admits, However, That 
He Got No Profits.

OWNER DENIES IT 





GIANTS’ 





Declares He Never Was a Member 
of Fuller’s Firm—Woman 
Tells About Eidlitz. 





William F. McGee, convicted bucketing 
broker and a member of E. M. Fuller & 
Co., which failed for more than §$3,000,- 
000, told a jury yesterday in Judge Tal- 
ley’s part of General Sessions that “for 
a short time’ Charles A. Stoneham, 
owner of the Giants baseball team and 
formerly in the brokerage business, was 
a member of the Fuller firm. McGee's 
admission as to Mr. Stoneham came 
while he was béing questioned by Wil- 
liam J. Fallon, who was counsel for the 
witness and Edward M. Fuller in crim- 
inal proceedings, in which both the 


brokers pleaded guilty in General Ses- 
sions to bucketing the, orders of. cus- 


tomers. 

McGee was called Monday as a wit- 
ness by the prosecution in the trial of 
Charles W. Rendigs, charged with hav- 
ing falsely sworn as a talesman at the 
third trial of Fuller that he did not 
know Fallon, Fuller or McGee. 

When Judge Talley ordered the trial 
to continue yesterday forenoon McGee 
again was called to be cross-examined 
by Mr. Fallon. He admitted that while 
he and Fuller were held on Governors 
Island by the Federal authorities in con- 
nection With the Fuller & Co. bankruptcy 
investigation, and while under sentences 
of four years each in Sing Sing on the 
bucketing charge, they had spent twen- 
ty-six days in the McAlpin, Majestic, 
Murray Hill, Belmont and Broztell ho- 
tels in this city. 


Ends Mystery of Papers. 


Under questioning of Mr, Fallon, Mc- 
Gee dispelled the mystery surrounding 
the return of some of the missing papers 


to Judge Goddard of the Federal Court 
while Fuller and he were in the Ludlow 
Street Jail. He said that a man named 
Newbold, who lived with him in an 
apartment in West Seventy-fifth Street, 
had sent them to the Judge. 

Mr. Fallon then asked the witness if 
“Tom” Foley, the Tammany leader, and 
Mr. Stoneham were members of Fuller 
& Co., but before McGee could an- 
swer, Assistant District Attorsiey Hugo 
Wintner’s objection to the question was 
sustained. 

“Wasn't Stoneham a partner in your 
firm?’’ asKed Mr. Fallon. 

*‘He was for a short time,’’ McGee re- 
plied, and in answer to another ques- 
tion said that Mr. Stoneham never re- 
ceived any money from the firm's 
bucketing operations, 

Mr. Stoneham had been a witness in 
the Fuller bankruptcy investigation be- 
fore Referee Harold P. Coffin, and, al- 
though admitting that he lent upward 
of $150,000 to the firm at the request of 
“Tom’’ Foley, before Fuller & Co. 
went to the wall, denied that he was a 
partner. McGee's assertion was the 
first by any of those connected with the 
crash of Fuller & Co. to cqnnect Stone- 
ham directly with the brokerage firm. 
Stoneham, on learning yesterday of 
McGee's testimony, denied that he had 
—— connected with the firm at any 

me. 

McGee denied that he had ever had a 
conversation with Victor Watson, city 
editor of The New York American, or 
anybody else about being freed without 
serving the minimum of fifteen months 
in Sing Sing. He also denied that Ful- 
ler had told him that Federal Prosecu- 
tor Hayward would see Judge Nott and 
arrange to obtain immunity for Fuller. 
At the beginning of yesterday’s proceed- 
ing Judge Talley gave Rendigs’s lawyer

Woman Tells of Eldlitz. 


McGee was followed on the stand by 
Mrs. Anna Lewis, a widow, of 154 East 
Thirty-seventh Street. She was called 
by r. Wintner to prove that Ernest 
Eldlitz, formerly a clerk in Fallon’s law 
office, who was to be one of the princi- 
pal witnesses in the Rendigs trial, had 
fled the jurisdiction of the Court. 

Mrs. Lewis said that in February last, 
when she was staying with Miss ‘Billie’ 
Bennett in an: apartment at 57 West 
Seventy-fifth Street. Mr. Fallon came to 
the apartment with LEidlitz. LHidlitz, 
who had given testimony against Fal- 
lon, which Yed to the lawyer's indict- 
ment in the Federal Court, remained 
in the apartment four days, she said. 

She added that on the fourth day she 
overheard Ejidlitz and Mr. Fallon dis- 
cussing Fidlitz’s departure for a hotel 
in Montreal, Canada. 

Mr. Fallon then was permitted to 
cross-examine Mrs. Lewis. Answering 
his question, the witness said that a 
Mr. Hess, fiancé of Miss Bennett, was 
in the apartment in West Seventy-fifth 
Street during most of Eidlitz’s stay. 
She also stated that when Hidlitz ar- 
rived at the apartment in February 
Walter O'Neill, who is a special exam- 
iner in Controller Craig’s office, was 
present. She declared she could not re- 
member Mr. Fallon ——s Mr. Hess and 
Mr. O'Neill at the time that he wanted 
them to pay particular attention to 
what Eidlitz said to him (Fallon), but 
admitted that the lawyer told her at 
the time that he wanted to ‘‘get a state- 
ment from Bidlitz about the truth of the 
matters wherein he had testified.’’

10 WAGE RUM WAR 


Coast Guard to Get 20 Destroy- 
ers, 323 Launches and 2 
Mine Sweepers. 








CALLS FOR 4,500 RECRUITS 





Capt. Jacobs, Commanding the New 
York District, Plans Vigorous 
Drive on Smugglers. 





“This department is declaring open 


warfare on rum rugnery and dope smug- 
glers,” declared Captain’ W. V. B. Jacobs, 
commanding the New York District of 
the Coast Guard yesterday when he 
made public the details of the drive for 
4,500 recruits, both officers and enlisted 
men. The men are needed to man the 
863 new boats which the Coast Guard 
service is about to send out in a concen- 
trated drive against rum runners and 
narcotic smugglers. 

The new rum-running fleet will include 
100 thirty-six foot speed boats capable 
of making thirty miles an hour, a shade 
better than most, if not all, of the 
rum runners, The other fleet will also 
have twenty destroyers, two mine 
sweepers and 223 seventy-foot launches. 
The speediest will be the thirty-six foot 
boats. 

Captain Jacobs said yesterday that he 
was convinced that rum running was on 
the increase in New York and in the 
waters adjacent, and that only a vigor- 
ous campaign by his department would 
put a stop to the traffic. 

The additions to the Coast Guard fleet 
can be used for defence in time of war. 
Captain Jacobs also pointed out that 
more craft were needed as a protection 
to mariners whose ships meet with acci- 
dents in and about the shores. Most of 
the new force Captain Jacobs hopes to 
recruit will be assigned to duty on the 


Eastern coast of the United States, but 
some will be sent to Hawaii and Alaska. 


149 Officers Wanted. 


There will be 149 commissioned officers 
appointed for temporary service in the 
Coast Guard, and about 400 warrant of- 


ficers of all grades, including boat- 


swains, machinists, carpenters and pay 
clerks. The enlisted men will he rated 
from First Grade Petty Officers, who 
receive $126 a month, to Seventh Grade 
Apprentice Seamen and Mess Attend- 
ants at a salary of $21. The examina- 
tions for appointment to these positions 
will be held in the Coast Guard Office 
in the Barge Office, Room 10, daily 
from now on.

BELLMORE CASHIER 
GBTS 74-2 YEARS 


Vanderoef Is Sentenced to 
Atlanta an Hour After 
He Is Indicted. 








“WILL BE HAPPIER IN JAIL” 





Embezzler Promises to Repay When 
He Gets Out—Counsel Blames 
Drink and Women. 





Brooklyn justice sometimes moves as 
quickly as Jersey justice, it was shown 
yesterday in the United States District 
Court in Brooklyn, where Judge Marcus 
B. Campbell sentenced Charles M. Van- 
deroef, former cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Bellmore, L. L., to seven 
years and six months’ imprisonment in 


Atlanta Penitentiary. 

On May 6, just a week ago yesterday, 
bank examiners discovered that Vander- 
oef had stolen almost $50,000 from the 
bank during the last three years. On 
May 7 the cashier surrendered at the 
Hotel McAlpin in New York. On May 
9 he made a complete confession. 

Yesterday the May term of the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury began its work with a 
consideration of the Vanderoef case 
about 11 o'clock in the morning. A little 
‘more than three ‘hours later, at 2:15 
P. M., the indictment was returned. 
Less than an hour later Vanderoef, ar- 


= before Judge Campbell, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced, 


Accused on 18 Counts. 


Vanderoef was indicted on _ thirteen 
counts. The first two counts dealt with 
falsification of the records of the bank. 
On each of these counts he was sen- 
tenced to two and one-half years, to run 
concurrently. The eleven other counts 
dealt with sums he admitted stealing 
from the bank. He was sentenced to 
eerve five years concurrently on each of 
these counts. Embezzlement, false en- 


try, misappropriation and misapplication 
of funds were charged in the indict- 


ments. 

Vanderoef, who took the 
stoically, said: 

“I have done everything possible to 
help the bank straighten out the tangle 
and to help the authorities by vesne 
guilty and in every way dolng what 
could to clean up this awful case. 

“IT am glad the thing is over. I am 
glad to take my medicine. I'll be much 
happier in jail than I have been during 
the past three years. When I get out 
I'll try to make amends to my family 
and restitution to my creditors.”’

Pleads for Leniency. 


George M. Levy, counsel for Van- 
deroef, pleaded with the Court for 
leniency to his client. 

“This man enjoyed a good reputation 
until he got in with a gay crowd,” de- 
clared Levy, “‘and began to taste high 
life. His fall was due to drink and 
women. For three years he knew that 
detection and exposure were inevitable, 
but he continued taking the bank’s 
money, $100 and $200 at a time, He 
assumes full respoasibility. No one 
else is to blame.” 

Levy denied that Vanderoef had had 
anything to do with the hold-up and rob- 
bery of the Bellmore bank on April 4, 
when a bond salesman was killed by the 
robbers, who stole $7,000. 

“There was absolutely nothing re- 
vealed by the bank examiner's investi- 
ae that showed he was in ony way 
mplicated in the hoid-up,”’ said Levy. 

he Federal authorities also said they 
were convinced Vanderoef had nothing 
to do with the hold-up. It was the check- 
ing up by bank examiners after the 
hold-up that led to the disclosure of the 
cashier's guilt. 

The bank, which closed its doors last 
Thursday, was still closed yesterday.

FEUD OVER FRESH AIR 
ENDS IN THREE DEATHS 


Chicago Iron Worker Shoots Two 
Partisans of Open Window in 
. Mill, Then Kills Himself. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 13.—Three men died 
today to settle a quarrel over the defi- 
nition of fresh air. 

John C. Gardner, 60, shot and killed 
R. W. Wilcox, 54, and Herman Krause, 
and then, pursued into Diversey Boule- 
vard by a mob of ‘angry iron workers, 
turned his pistol on himself. 

The feud which reached its fatal cli- 
max today began last January in the 
plant of the Illinois Malleable Iron Com- 
pany. Gardner, Wilcox and Krause at 
that time were all casting inspectors. 
Gardner had supervision over a section 
of the plant in which Wilcox’s son, R. 


W. Wilcox Jr., was employed. 

Young Wilcox opened a window which 
Gardner promptly closed. The youth, 
demanding that he be allowed to have 
fresh air, reopened the window, and so 
began a controversy into which his 
father was speedily drawn. 

Krause, later promoted to a foreman- 
ship, was related to the Wilcoxes by 
marriage and took sides with them 
against Gardner. Animosity increasing 
daily, pitted the men against one an- 
other constantly and eventually began 
to pre yupon Gardner’s mind. 

Today Gardyer came to the foundry 
armed. He found Wilcox and Krause 
together and without warning drew two 
revolvess and started to fire. Scores 
of employes leaped for cover under 
benches and iron workigg machines as 
bullets splintened partitions and smashed 
glass transoms. : 

Krause tumbled across tbe threshold 
a inta the plant. ree bullets 
were in his back. Wilcox, wounded 
twice, fell Sean him to die. 

Gardner, using lo enough to re- 
load, turned and ran out of the plant. 
Half a dozen workmen, hastily armed 
with crowbars, hammers and wrenches, 
gave chase.

TWO DIE IN AUTO CRASH 





Hundreds of Detectives Em- 
ployed—Opposition Charges 
Election Was Stolen.

Daughter of a Laundry Proprietor 
Makes a Good Run as an

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 18.— 
Mayor Edward L. Bader and the entire 
administration ticket were elected here 
today in the most exciting contest ever 
witnessed in this city. There were fist 
fights and attacks on election officials 
and political opponents from the opening 
of the polls, and more than 200 telephone 
wires leading to homes and offices of 
persons most actively interested in the 
outcome were cut. The wire cutters 
made, mistakes here and there, and 
among these was the cutting of the tele- 
phone wire leading to the City Hospital 
early in the forenoon. This act aroused 
much indignation among residents of 
Atlantic City when it became known 
that a considerable delay was experi- 
enced in obtaining the services of a sur- 
geon for two persons who had been 
asphyxiated. 

Prosecutor Louis A. Repetto had pro- 
vided 150 private detectives, recruited 
from New Pork. Philadelphia and other 
large cities to watch for election frauds, 
and when the leaders of the opposiiton 
ticket, headed by former Mayor Harry 
Bacharach, conceded defeat tonight they 
declared that the election had been 
stolen. They promised to establish ir- 


regularities thrqush reports received 
from the detectives. 


Detectives Killed in Auto Crash. 


The presence of detectives as observ- 
ers in the election resulted in two of 
them being killed and serious injuries to 


another in an automobile accident. The 
dead men were George H. Young, head 
of a detective agency at 1,546 Broad- 
way, Manhattan, who was private sec- 
Fetary for George S. Dougherty, when 
\the latter was Second Deputy Police 
Commissioner in New York, under the 
administration -of Mayor Gaynor, and 
Wiillam Fitzgibbons, an operative em- 
ployed by Youyg. John Curley, another 
operative, received a fracture of the 
skull and internal injuries; and was 
reported tonight to be in a dying condi- 
tion in the Atlantic City Hospital. 

Young, Fitzgibbons and Curley were 
making a tour of the polling places 
where many of Young's operatives were 
on guard when another car, operated 
by Samuel Rabinowitz, a Philadelphia 
merchant, crashed into their vehicle at 
Atlantic and New Hampshire Avenues. 
Leroy Smith, negro driver of Young’s 
car, was hurled fifteen feet by the im- 
pact, and escaped injury, but the other 
three occupants were caught in the vehi- 
cle and erushed when it made two com- 
plete revolutions. They were hurried to 
the Atlantic City Hospital in other cars 
commandeered by other’ detectives. 
Young, who lived at 348 West Forty- 
fifth Street, Manhattan, and Fitzgib- 
bons, whose address had not been ob- 
tained up to a late hour, died two hours 
after their arrival. 

Rabinowitz and the chauffeur of the 
car occupied by the three detectives 
were arrested on technical charges of 
manslaughter and committed to the 
county jail. Witnesses told the police 
that Rabinowitz drove his car into the 
side of the detectives’ car as it was 
passing through Atlantic Avenue when 
he was speeding through New Hamp- 
shire Avenue, 


Majority of 6,000 for Mayor Bader. 


Mayor Bader’s ticket received an ap- 
proximate majority of 6,000 in returns 
received late tonight. Election offi- 
cilals reported that 28,000 votes were 
cast, twice the number ever before 
polled in this city. The Mayor carried 
to victory with him City Commissioners 
Louis Kuehnle and William S. Cuthbert, 


Tax Assessor Anthony J. Ruffu Jr. and 
Harry T. Headley, a contractor. 

Albert Beyer and Louis A. Stein- 
bricker, members of the present City 
Commission under Mayor Bader, who 
deserted him to become candidates on 
former Mayor Bacharach’s ticket, also 
went down to defeat. Former Sheriff 
Malcolm D. Woodruff and Walter J. 
Buzby, owner of the Dennis Hotel, who 
comprised the remainder of the Bach- 
arach ticket, also were defeated. 

Much interest was centred in the can- 
didacy of Miss Pheresa Heenan, man- 

er of her father’s laundry, who drives 
his wagon when help is short. She ree 
ceived 3,000 votes, leading by a good 
margin the other two independent can- 
didates for City Commissioner in the 
election. Miss Heenan, who is 25, de- 
clared tonight that she was gratified 
with the vote cast for her,.and said it 
was indicative of what could be done in 
Atlantic City by independents if business 
men would take more of an interest in 
public affairs and run for office. 


Changes by Opposition Leaders. 


Leaders of the People’s Party, which 
supported the Bacharach ticket, declared 
that challengers representing their party 
were driven away from most of the 
fifty-two election districts in the city 
during the day, and election officials 


summarily were dismissed when they 
showed an \inclination to bring about a 
fair election. In each instance an ap- 
peal was made to the police for protec- 
tion, they said, after which the par 
ticular poll would be conducted with a 
semblance of osder until the police were 
called ‘to other polling places where 
trouble had broken out. 

They declared that aehcags approxi- 
mately 1,400 warrants for illegal regis- 
tration were in the hands of the Peo- 
ple’s Party challengers, less than twelve 
of them were served because the chal- 
lengers were driven from the polls, 

r. Bacharach declared before the 
lls were closed that at least 3,000 fl- 
egal votes had been cast, and that law- 
yers in the Peoples’ Party had assert 
that the evidence obtained by the ch 
lengers would prove sufficient on which 
to upset the election. 

“There hever *jave been such high- 
handed methods “employed in an elec- 
tion, ‘even in Tamamany Hall,’”’ the for- 
mer Mayor said- 

It developed that during the day 
twenty-four election officials were ousted 
from polling places without a hearing 
while the election was in progress." The 
granting of a blanket writ against Ce

so that it applied to but eight perso:

Decline in Prices Halts on Stock Railroad Operates Fourth Ave- 


Exchange—Francs Also 
Recover Slightly. 





The break in prices which started out 
vigorously at the opening of Monday’s 
market, and which was interrupted by 
irregular recovery before that day was 
over, made no further headway yester- 
day. That even professional operators 
for the decline had relaxed their activi- 
ties was shown by the decrease in 
transactions on the Stock Exchange, 
where the shares dealt in fell to 
520,000 as against Monday's 747,000. 
The two facts which appear to have been 
disclosed by the test of the home and 
foreign news with which the week 
began were, first, that the financial 
public at large was maintaining its atti- 
tude of calmness; second, that really 
substantial decline in any active stock 
brought what Wall Street calls “good 
buying.” In other words, the consensus 
of financial opinion seemed to be that 
most of the news which moved the mar- 
ket when the week began’ had already 
been pretty much anticipated and “‘dis- 
counted.” 

Yesterday’s stock market was made 
up of intermingled advances and de- 
clines, but the advances predominated 
and the changes were in most cases 
only fractional. Even in the shares 
whose prices moved a point or more, 
net changes upward or downward were 
about equal in number. So far as yes- 
terday’s market indicated the position, 
the Stock Exchange had fallen back into 
the general attitude of inertia which it 
had been displaying before the news 
of the “cut in oil” or of the Steel Cor- 
poration’s reduction in unfilled orders 
or of the French election had stirred up 
Monday’s momentary commotion. The 
inference was natural that the market 
and ‘the financial public were waiting 
for other things—probably for news 
which must presently come from the 
White House. It is possible that, even 
when the President’s action on the tax 
bill and the soldiers’ bonus shall have 
become known, there will still be a 
period of suspended judgment until the 
nominating conventions. Thus far, that 
has seemed to be the season’s financial 


mood. 

European exchange rates also retraced 
some of their downward steps of Monday 
and in much the same way as the stock 
market; that is to say, the partial re- 
very around the close on Monday was 
carried a little further yesterday, after 
F some irregular fluctuation. The Paris 
market seemed still to feel the shock 
of the unexpected election news; for 
: most active French bond declined a 


point, making 1% decline this week, and 
sterling again moved somewhat emphati- 
cally against Paris. But the franc closed 
slightly higher in New York; perhaps 
because more attention was paid to the 
London view of the French political re- 
versal—that it will in no respect interfere 
with the pending negotiations over a 
German settlement, and that the change 
in French governmental personnel may 
actually help toward harmonious accion 
by the Allies in applying the Dawes 
program. The new Chamber's attitude 
toward the 20 per cent. increase in the 
taxes is perhaps a matter of doubt, but 
the taxes are already in force, and any 
new Ministry will be well aware of the 
financial risk involved in tampering with 


| them. 
Yesterday’s report on last month's 
|foreign trade shows our gold imports dur- 
poe April to have been the largest of any 
month but one since 1922, and the gold | 
l amtoaie for the ten completed months of | 
the fiscal year to have been $132,271,000 
greater than in the corresponding period 
a year ago. Undoubtedly our increasing 
merchandise export surplus had a hand 
in this; it was $693,860,000 in the ten- 
month period just past, as against $232,- 
230,000. But the monthly excess of ex- 
ports is not being maintained at its re- 
cent high level as against the export sur- 
plus of $138,690,000 in December, and 
$99,000,000 in January; it was only $19,- 
000,000 in both March and April, which 
is less than in any month of 1913. 

Of last month's foreign trade in mer- 
chandise alone, it is to be observed that, 
except for 1923 and 1920, it is the larg- 
est April movement ever reported but 
that the exports also Were the largest 
of any April since 1920. It is possible 
that, when the international trade move- 
ment eventually adjusts itself to the 
international debit and credit account, 
both tendencies will be emphasized. It 
was England's experience, under exactly 
parallel circumstances, a century ago, 
that the import trade expanded in such 
volume as to create a permanent surplus 
of imports, yet that the export trade also 


increased continuously.

NATION’S RAILROADS 
SPEED UP FREIGHT 


Move Each Car an Average of 
27.3 Miles a Day in March, 
Breaking Month’s Record. 


American railroads moved cars faster 
in March this year than in any other 
March in their history, the Bureau of 
Railway Economics reports. The aver- 
age movement per freight car was 27.3 
miles a day. This exceeds by three- 
tenths of a mile the average for March, 
1923, and by 3.3 miles the average for 
March, 1920. 

In computing the average movement 
per day, account is taken of all freight 
cars in service, whether in transit, in 
process of being loaded and unloaded, 
een or awaiting repairs, or tem- 
porarily on side tracks. 

The average load was 26.6 tons, a de- 
crease of 1.3 tons, compared with March 
a year ago, and of 1.5 tons, compared 
with March, 1920.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Stock Market Returns to Inertia. 


Although prices in general yesterday 
recovered part of the ground lost on 
Monday, operations on the Stock Ex- 
change as a whole were dull afd un- 
interesting. Trading was on a much re- 
duced scale as compared with the open- 
ing day of the week, and operations 
were chiefly confined to the speculative 
industrial “leaders,” in which net de- 
clines and advances were numerous and 
bore no relation to one another, There 
were a few stocks which attracted at- 
tention because of their swift recovery 
from the low levels of Monday, includ- 
ing Stewart Warner, General Electric, 
Colorado Fuel and Iron and Marland 
Oil, but these were offset in part by de- 
clines in other sections of the list, in- 
cluding Norfolk & Western, Congoleum, 
Crucible Steel, American Woolen and 
Cuba Cane Sugar preferred. Steel cam- 
mon ended the day with a fractional 
gain, as did Republic Steel and Bethle- 
hem, but the oil stocks as a group did 
little, except for a moderate recovery in 
the Standard Oil issues on the outside 


market. Sugar stocks were again 
affected by the lower prices for this 
commodity, although the larger com- 
panies are reporting favorable earnings 
for the first quarter of the year.

The Wall Street Theory. 


If one could judge from the remarks 
of the speculative part of Wall Street 
yesterday, the most obvious need of the 
stock market at the present time is an 
aggressive leader. This is the summary 
of talk heard in brokerage offices and 
in banks and around every Stock Ex- 
change ticker. Here and there one or 
two stocks are taken up”~and given a 
rapid whirl, but this is more or less 
confined to issues with which this or 
that clique or individual is identified, 
and, naturally enough, the market as-a 
whole does not follow these intermit- 
tent and spasmodic attempts to turn it 
about. It has been asserted frequently, 
in the last two or three weeks, that “all 
the market needs to turn it definitely 
about is the right sort of aggressive 
leadership.”” On this point the some- 
what illogicai remark usually follows 
that unfortunately most of those who 
would be measured in popular estima- 
tion as “market leaders” are so closely 
engaged on the other side th they 
can hardly leave it at the moment. 


Sentiment and Business. 

A number of bankers interviewed yes- 
terday said that the ‘‘dullest week’’ in 
point of new business developments ap- 
peared now to be here. In New York, 
they agreed, and particularly in “Wall 
Street, there was apparent an atmos- 
phere of gloominess, but they added that 
in most of the important cities South 
and West business seemed to be regard- 
ed as entirely healthy. “One trouble 
with us,’’ an officer of one institut‘on 
said, ‘‘is that in making comparisons 
of business activity we invariably com- 
pare current earnings with those of last 
year.”” By so coing, he explained, a 
record period of activity has been set up 
as the gauge by which current business 
is being measured, whereas, when com- 
pared with the usual flow of trade, 
present position compares very favor- 
ably. In common with several other 
financiers, this one suggested that little 


would happen to stir things up until the 
latter half of the Summer, a general 
date which has been set for a sort of 
revival of industry. If for no other 
reason than that everybody is lookin 
to the latter half of the year for goo 
business, he suggested, there is likely 
to be an improvement.

The Next Adjustment in Steel Wages. 

Despite the fact that certain steel pro- 
ducers in the Pittsburgh and Youngs 
town distficts have branded the recent 
talk of reduced wages in the steel in- 
dustry as propaganda on the part of 
consumers who hope to bring about 
lower prices for finished steel products, 
the belief prevails in both financial and 
leading trade circles that if any adjust- 
ment is made around the middle of the} 
year it will be downward. The initia-/| 
tive in reducing wages is expected to be 
taken by one of two of the larger 
independent companies, and, if this 
actually occurs, the opinion of most 
steel interests seems to be that it will 
take only a short time for the entire 
industry to follow suit. A slight de- 
cline of 14% per cent. has been made in 
the base scale of workers in some of 


the tin plate and sheet mills. This 
change arises from the selling prices of 
the products and is automatic; but 
nevertheless it was accepted in the 
trade yesterday as indicating the current 
trend of wage rates.

And 
to make the demand for new issues even 
stronger than at present, he told about 
Canadian jpterest in dollar bonds. “Out 
of our last three week’s business,” he 
sald, “about $15,000,000 worth was sub- 
scribed by Canada, this representing 
Canadian buying of American dollar 
bonds.” All of this was interpreted as 
giving ~ point to recently expressed 
theories that Canada had actually be- 
come a “capital nation” rather than a 
borrowing nation.

least, it has money enough not only to 
take care of its own internal offerings 
but also to subscribe to foreign issues, 
and in this respect may become an im-

Died While in Office. . 


The Second Avenue Railroad, which 
has been in the hands of a receiver 
fifteen_and a half years, is about to be 
run again without the courts’ aid. Plans 
for a reorganization will be presented 
by a committee within a few weeks, anc, 
when ratified by the several groups of 
bondholders, will be submitted to the 
courts, with a view to terminating the 
receivership by next Fall. 

The receivership is believed to have 
set a record for duration among the 
city’s street railways. The company 
was incorporated in 1853, and its line 
lease * in 1898 to the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company at an annual rental 
of 8 per cent. on the stock for the first 
three years and 9 per cent. thereafter. 

In September, 1908, Supreme Court 
Justice Bischoff appointed a receiver of 
the comapny in a suit brought by the 
juaranty Trust Company to foreclose 
the consolidated mortgage of $5,682,000, 
against which there had been issued a 
like amount of 5 per cent. consolidatee 
gold bonds, due Feb. 1, 1948. These 
bonds represented a tragic investment 
for hundreds of persons who saw their 
holdings drop to virtually nothing. Some 
of the bondholders have died meanwhile, 
and two of ‘four receivers have died in 
office. Charles E. Chalmers, the pres- 
ent receiver, has served more than four 
years. 

It is uncerstood that a reduction of 
outstanding equities will be required for 
the company’s restoration. 

The receiver’s report for the nine 
months ended March 31, submitted to the 
Transit Commission yesterday, shows 
that the Second Avenue is about the 
only surface railway company in Man- 
hattan tat in this period reported fi- 
nancial improvement. Passenger reve- 
nues were $714,906, an increase of $62,- 
262 over the same period a_ year ago. 
Operating revenue was $798,790, an in- 
crease of $49,715, while operating ex- 
penses were $658,547, a decrease of $22,- 
044. 

The total gross income applicable to 
corporate and leased properties was $71,- 
195, against a deficit of $633 in the pre- 
ceding period, or an improvement of 
$71,828. After allowing for fixed charges 
of $158,996, practically all of which is 
in interest, there was a net corporate 
deficit of $87,801, compared. to a deficit 
of $145,528 a year ago. No charge for 
depreciation is contained in the re- 
ceiver’s report. 

The total bonded debt is $8,860,000. 


Annual Report Shows $1,938,111 
After $7,000,000 Dividends. 


The Pacific Oil Company, like most 
other companies on the Pacific Coast, 
had to curtail production last year to 
meet competition, according to Paul 
Shoup, President of the Pacific Oil Com- 
pany. In his remarks to stockholders in 
connection with the annual report Mr. 
Shoup said that during 1923 the Pacific 
Oil Company had to meet competition of 
the flush production in the three large 
Southern California oil fields. Because 
of this the management deemed it 
prudent therefore to restrict production 
of oil beyond taking care of contract 
obligations, and keep the oil under- 
ground until better prices would be ob- 
tained.

761. After reserves for depreciation, de- 
pletion and taxes, the company reported 
surplus income of $8,938,111, equal to 
$2.55 a share on the 3,500,000 shares of 
no par value capital stock outstanding.

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TELEPHONE INQUIRY 
IS URGED IN HOUSE 


J. J. O'Connor of New York 
Offers Resolution Calling for. 
a National Investigation.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—A Congres 
sional inveatigation of telephone service 
and rates throughout the United States 
and particularly the situation in the 
City of New York is proposed in a reso- 
lution presented in the House today by 
Repfeséntative John J. O'Connor, Dem- 
ocrat, of New York. The_ resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Rules, of which Mr. O'Connor is a mém- 
ber, provides for the appointment of a 
Committee of Inquiry of séven members 
of the House. 

In its preamble the resolution recites 
that the New York Telephone Company 
has recently increased its rates in New’ 
York City by 10 per cent., making tele- 
phone service there “pract'cally prohibi- 
tive.” The New York Teléphoéne Com- 
pany, it is stated, is a subsidiary of thé 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. ‘‘The existence of such sub- 
sidiaries” the resolution charges “tends 
to the establishment of fictitious costs 
of operation in certain locations, such 
as thé City of New York, casting the 
burden oh thése localities of contribut- 
ing to the huge profits of the parent 
company out of all proportion to the 
service rendered.”’ 

The O'Connor résolution makes & 
number of charges similar to those cor- 
tained in the pétition from the City 
Parliament of Community Councils of 
the City of New York, submitted to the 
Senate yesterday, in which an investi- 
gation of telephone service and rates 
throughout the country Was recom- 


mended, 

Mr. O'Connor charges that telephone 
sérvice is ‘‘a natural monopoly,"’ that 
undef ‘present conditions competition is 
impracticable and his resolution asks 
that the whole subject receive ‘‘thor- 
ough study and consideration from a 
national stahdpoint.’’ The resolution is 
in part as follows: 

“Whereas, the New York Telephone 
Company, one of the subsidjaries of the 
American Teléphone and Telgraph Com- 
any, has recéntly increased its rates in 
New York = 10 per cent., following @ 
number of indréases in recent years, 
Making the sost of teléphoné service 
practically prohibitive to the millions of 
subscribfe in the metropolis who de- 
pend won télephone service in, the con- 
duct of their business and other activi- 
ties, locally and interstate; and, 

“Whereas, the telephone service 
throughout the “United States {is sub- 
stantially controlled by thé American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, — 
erating through subsidiary companies in 
the different localities, and, 

“Whereas, teléphone service through- 
out the Gountry is a natufal monopoly, 
making competition impracticable and 
thus leaving the ~subsecribers at the 
mercy of the present trust controlling 
the service under a fiction of indepen- 
dent companies, being a matter which 
cannot be adequately Céalt with by any 
municipal or State authority, but re- 
quiring a thorough study and considera- 
tion from a national steandpoint,’’ &c.

ON LIVELY BIDDING 


Tuesday’s Auction - by Smith 
Firm Better Than Monday’s, 
but Below-March Mark.

18,750 BALES NOW SOLD 





Nearly $1,600,000 Realized—Cart- 
ton Axminster 25 Per Cent. 
Below Fall List. 





Slightly higher prices than those 6b- 
tained Monday marked yesterday's ses- 
sion of the auction of between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 -worth of rugs ef Alexan- 
der Smith @ Sons. Sixtéen thousand 
five hundred Dales were sold for $871,- 
$00. These figures represent an increase 
of 4,260 over the number of bales sold 
Monday and of $306,300 above the 
amount realized that day. In all 18,750 
of the 85,000 bales to be sold have been 
auctioned for a total of $1,436,300. 

The bids yesterday continued to be 
lower than the pftices quoted by the 
Smith Company in its price list for the 
Fall and much below the figures for 
last March's auction. The drop from 
the Fall rates was most pronounced In 
the the Carlton axmitilster and Manor 
tapestry groups, which brought about 
25 and 20 per cent., respectively, less 
than the list prices. The Palisade vel- 
vet ffinged and Ardsley’ axminister 
rugs were sold at approximately 15 per 
cent. below the company’s Fall quota- 
tions, which were announced May 1. 
The Ardsley axtministers rose somewhat 
moré than the otherg above Monday’s 
figures. 

Axminster rugs are éspecially af- 
fected by the present decline in the rug 
market, because more have been manu- 
factured than there ia likely to be any 
demand for, in the opinion of observers 
of conditions. i 

Price reductions yesterday by two 
other companies were viéwéd as effects 
of the auction.

ALL FREIGHT RATES 
REFERRED TO HOUSE 


Committee Reports Hoch Resolu- 
tion Proposing to Reorganize 
Whole Rail Stractare. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 13,—Reorgani- 
zation of the entire freight rate struc- 
ture of the.country was brought before 
the, House today when the Committee 
on’ Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
adopted unanimously the resolution of- 
fered by Representative Hoch of Kan- 
sas. . , 

The resolution directs the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to make a thor- 
ough investigation ‘‘to determine to 
what extent and in what manner ex- 
isting rates may be unjust. unreason- 
able, unjustly discriminatory or unduly 
preferential, thereby imposing undue 
burdens, or giving undue advantage as 
between the various localities and parts 
of the country, the various classes of 
traffic and the various classés and 
kinds of commodities, and to make such 
changes, adjustments and redistribution 
of rates as may be found necessary to 
correct any defects so found to exist.” 

The resolution, while not in conflict 
with that offered by Senator Smith of 
South Carolina and adopted by the Sen- 
ate yesterday, differs from it in that 
the Smith proposal is devoted solely to 
a@ readjustment of freight rates on agri- 
cultural products. ‘That of Mr. Hoch 
applies to rates on all commodities, and 
takes into'account the value of the ser- 
vice rendéred by the railroads. 

The proposed survey and readjustment 
of the rate structure was urged by the 
farm organiaztions. The joint Congres- 
sional Commission on Agricultural In- 

ulry, a seléct committee of the United 

tates Chamber of Commerce, Secretary 
Hoover, and by other experts who have 
made a close study of the problem. 

é resolution was also recommended 
by President Coolidge in a message last 
December. Representative Hoch said to- 
day he expected to bring it to a vote at 
this session, and that he was confident 
it would be adopted. He said: 

“The résolution is based on the con- 
tention that the present freight struc- 
ture is out of adjustment. The burden 
is net properly distributed, either as 
between commodities or as between vari- 
ous sections of the country.

Special Grand Jnry Also Hears 
Admiral Griffin, Former Head

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, and Rear Admiral R. 8. Griffin, 
retired, were the chief witnesses today 
as thé spécial Federal Grand Jury re- 
sumed its inquiry into charges of fraud 
and corruption in connection with the

Mr. Roosevelt carried to the White 
House for Presidént Harding’s signature 


lthe executive order of May 31, 1921, 
'under which Secretary Fall took over 


control of the naval oil reserves and 


leased them to Harry F. Sinclair and 
Edward L. Doheny. Also at the request 
f Mr. Fall, Mr. Roosevelt sent marines 
to Teapot Dome in thé Summer of 1922 
to drive off squatters, after the reserve 
had been taken over by Mr, Sinclair. 

Admiral Griffin, formerly Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineers, was in charge of 
the reserves for sevéral years, and was 
one of the naval officers who protested 
to Secretary Denby against the transfer 
to the Interior Department. He sought 
to amend the original draft of the Exec- 
utive order so as to leave control with 
the aevr, but he testified before the 
Senate Oil Committee that an amend- 
ment he had written into the order was 
completely changed in the Interior De- 
partment. 

Mr. Roosevelt also suggested changes 
in the original draft, and since the.resig- 
nation of Secretary Denby he has stated 
that he eppenes the transfer from the 
fir.t, but kept silent because he did not 
want to be put in the position of ‘‘run- 
ning out’’ on his chief.

To Drop Comparative Fur Pricing. 
Agreeing that it is too late this year 
to act against the holding of retail fur 
sales in August, in view of the prepara- 


tions already made by the fur trade and 
some retailers, the group of twenty-five 
representatives of local “department 
stores:and specialty shops which met 
yesterday at the Waldorf-Astoria under 
the auspices of the Naticnal Garment 
Retailers’ Association passed a resolu- 
tion deali with another aspect of the 
question. his was to the effect that, 
if such sales are held, there should be 
no comparative prices quoted. The 
quoting of such prices, which are fre- 
quently inflated, according to comment, 
has been greatly overdone. It was also 
the sense of the gathering that another 
méeting be called in September in order 
to take early action on the sale ques- 
tion for next year.
